A Bill for Certain Offenses Acatnst the 
State—Avcit.tion to Restore the Di- 
vorce tourt, 

OTTAWA, Ont., April 11.—[Special.}—The 
bill introduced by Sir Alexander Campbell in 
the Senate respecting certain offenses against 
‘tthe State enacts that uny person who shall 
administer an oath binding the person taking 
it to commit treason, or not to give evidence 
against any associate, or not to reveal any 
illegal act, shall be liable to be imprisoned 
forany term not exceeding five years and 
not less than two. Compulsion shall not 
justify or excuse any person taking such oath 
uuless within eight days he declares the 
saine before a Justice of the Peace, Persons 
assisting at the administration of such oath 
Shall be deemed the principal offenders. 
After passing of the act, every society the 
members of which are admitted by taking an 
unlawful oath, or whose names are kept 
secret from society-at-large, or which shall 
have a secret committee, etc., is deemed an 
unlawful combination, and the penaity for 

joining such unlawful combinations or con- 
ederacies not less than three years’ im- 
risonment. Any person allowing an. tun- 

awful society to meet ou his premises, for 
ares oifense forfeits a sum not exceeding

No stronger argument can be advanced in 
favor of the establishment of a divyrce court 
in the Dominion than the irregularities and 
delay that have characterized the proceed- 
ings of the Senate Divorce Case Committee 
in the Nicholson divorce case. The suit has 
been before the committee for a month, and 
the prospects of a decision are yet in the re- 
mote future. The committee is supposed to 
be a court, yet it has no rules of procedure 
and no regard for precedent, the members not 
only acting judges, but take upon themselves 
to interrupt counsel and wiinesses at will. 
When the Hon. William McDougall, Q. C., 
counsel for respondent, asked a witness a 
question that was perfectly in order,a Senator 
from tie lower provinces got very excited and 
said he would not allow the learned counsel 
to lead the witness or bulidoze the commit- 
tee. Another Senator ordered a witness not 
to answer a question put to him by Mr. Mc- 
Dougail, and told the latter he was not going 
to bulldoze the court.

Judge Purinton’s Death—Butchery by 
Hercules Powder~Killed by 
‘ Liquor. 


That Remarkable Railroad Accident at East Sag- 
inaw—The Scheller Trial—Brewer Held 
for Arson. 


ILLINOIS. 
JUDGE PURINTON’S DEATH. | 
Freeport, lll, April 11.—{Special.]— 
Judge George Purinton, one of the old- 
@st residents of Stephenson County, who 
came here in 1838, died at his residence last 
evening, having been ill but a few days. He 
was a man who aided materially in building 
up this city from its infancy, and his death 
is deplored. He was one of the pioneers of 
our county, being the first lawyer to settle in 
Freeport, coming here in 1888. On Novy. 18, 
1830, he was married in Lewisburg, .Pa., 
to Margarette Saville Bogar, who survives 
him. He also leavés two daughters, 
Miss Etta and Mrs. M. H. Wilcoxon. 
Deceased was a native of Maine, and en- 
tered Bowdoin College, Brunswick, Me., in 
1831, and graduated in 1835. In 1836 he en- 
tered as.law student in the office of John 
Neal, lawyer, novelist, and poet, in the City 
of Portland. In the fall of 18387 he emi- 
grated to Baltimore, Md., where he was en- 
gaged asa Professorin the Baltimore Col- 
lege for a, few months. Listening to the 
lowing accounts of the Western prairies 
the emigration fever seized him. Congress 
was in session, and Col. Robinson, who 
was then United States Senator fur the State 
of Lllinois, furnished him with letters 
of introduction to Judge Wilson and others, 
Judge Wilson was Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Lllinois, and with him hecon- 
tinued his law studies in 1838,. That year he 
was admitted to practice law in all the 
courts of the State, and he opened a law of- 
fice at Freeport. In 1840 he was elected Sec- 
retary of the Council of Revision, composed 
of the Governor and Judges of the Supreme 
Court, for the approval oft the laws of the 
session of 15423 and 1843. In 188 he. was 
elected for four years Judge of the County 
Court of Stephenson County having probate 
juristiicuon, and was presiding Judge of the 
County Commissioners’ Court. After the 
expiration of his terth of office he retired to 
private life,

FURTHER PARTICULARS OF A REMARKABLE 

East SAGINAW, Mich., April 11.—[Spe- 
ciai. |-—-The Detroit express-train, due here at 
9:50 last night, ran off the track at the coun- 
ty line, sixteen miles from the city. As 
nearly as can be learned, the train, which 
was on time, was running about thirty miles 
an hour, and, as the county line is only a 
flag-station, ran through at the regular 
speed. Just after passing the depot the jolt- 
ing and overturning of the cars warned the 
passengers that someaccident had happened. 
There were abe ut fifty | passengers 
on the train, which consisted of 
a baggage-car, sinoking-car, one 
first-class coach, anda parlor-car.

‘The accident was 
caused by a flat car which had been 
switched at a siding near . the depot 
running down on the track, There being 
somewhat of a curye at the place, the engi- 
neer was unable to.see the obstruction until 
within a few yards of it and too late to stop, 
though brakes weré applied at once. John 
Hewitt, engineer, and Frank Rhodes, fire- 
man, were found gide by side, having been 
carried with the cab, clear over the 
front of the engine. Khodes was 
ssunned by striking against the 
locomotive, and on.regaining consciousness 
almost immedia found himself caught 
by the hips among the débris of the car and 
hanging head downwards, the engineer be- 
ing a short distance from him.

An Early Settler and Once: Promi- 


nent Citizen of Chicago Dies 
. Abroad. 


Nearly a Quarter of a Century Ago He 
Was the Hero ef a Noted Di- 
vorce Suit, 


| Death of Isaac H. Burch, an Old Chi- 


cagoan—A Celebrated Divorce Case. 

Isaac H. Burch, a- well-known citizen in 
the early days of Chicago, died at Nice on 
Monday last. His brother, Horace M. 


Burch, who resides at Little Falls, N. Y., re- 


ceived the news by cable from his neice, the 
daughter of the deceased, who is 9 resident 
of Paris and the wife of M. Ribot, a dis- 
tinguished member of the Corps Legislatif. 
Yesterday the message was sent on to Mr. 
E. S. Isham of this city, who is connected 
with the Burch family by marriage. 

Mr. Burch was in delicate health for the 
last year or more, and on this account had 
spent the wintor in Nice, one of the most 


popular winter-resorts for European invalids, . 


consequently the announcement of his death, 
though unexpected, is not much of a sur- 
prise to those who were wellacquainted with 


him. 

He was born at Utica, N. Y., about the 
year 1815, and was therefore about 68 years 
old at the time of death. He was trained to 
the banking business in Buffalo, Y., and 
came from that city to Chicago about 1837, 
He was intimately associated with the early 
history of the city, being one of a circle 
of men, many of whom are still living, who 
settled in Chicago about that time and by 
their energy and enterprise soon brought it 
into prominence asa business centre. ‘The 
following, among many others, may be men- 
tioned as contemporary pioneers with Isaac 
Bureh: John Wentworth, Walter 8. Gur- 
ney, J. Y. Scammon, Norman B. Judd, Hugh 
T. Dickey, and Mark Skinner. With some 
assistance from an elder brother, since dead, 
Mr. Burch started in the banking business 
here, his partner being Walter L. Newbury, 
another of the pioneers, and the firm being 
known as 1l. H. Burch & Co. The firm en- 
joved a high reputation, and for over twenty 
years was considered as one of the etrongest 
in the city. At a comparatively early date 
the partnership with Mr. Newbury was dis- 
solved. About 1860 Mr. Burch became some- 
what embarrassed, and during the War panic 
of 1861 the bank was compelled to stop pay- 
ment. A block on the southwest corner of 
Wabash avenue and Lake street formed a 
portion of the assets, but the property in that 
district was considered of very little value at 
the time, being some distance from the busi- 
ness centre, and as it was mort ed for 
suine $75,000, or considerably more than it 
would then bring if sold in the market, the 
creditors refused to take it, there being 
no prospect of it realizing anything. It 
was thus left in Mr. Burch’s bands, and ina 
few years rose considerably in value and 
formed for him the nucleus of another 
though smaller fortune. After the failure 
Mr. Burch was for a long time engaged set- 
tling his affairs, his domestic trouble during 
the same period adding much to his embar- 
rassment. In 1865 he went to Europe, ac- 
companied by his daughter, who was then 
little more than a child, placed her in one of 
the Parisian boarding-schools, and a few 
vears later she married M. Ribot, a noted 
French poktician. Mr. Burch has visited 
Chicago several times since, and always 
counted himself as one of its citizens, taking 
a great interest in its public affairs and in- 
creasing prosperity up to the time of his 
death. His property was burned during the 
great fire; the site, however, was very valu- 
able and rented at a high figure, and is at 

resent leased by Mr. r W. Doane. Mr. 

surch had also an interest in other property 
in the city, purchased during his visits here. 
Two of his brothers are alive and both in 
good circumstances; one has been already 
referred to, and the other resides also in New 
York State, at Schuyler, near Utica. 

About the close of the year 1860 Mr. Burch 
became widely known as one of the parties 
in.the famous Burch divorce case. With the 
exception of the beecher-Tilden cause 
celebre, the case of Burch vs. Burch created, 
perhaps, a greater social furor than any 
other scandal case ever tried in an American 
court. The complaint was filedin the office 
of the Clerk of the Circuit Court in Chicago, 
Jan. 18, 1860, being the petition of Isaac H. 
Bureh for a billof divorce from his wife, 
Mary W. Burch, for reasons therein set 
forth, charging her with infidelity to her 
marriage vow with David Stuart, a lawyer 
of Chicago, formerly of Detroit, and once a 
Representative to Congress from the De- 
troit district. The prominence and wealth 
of the parties, the cause of Mrs. 
Bureh . having been espoused by her 
uncle, the Hon. Erastus Corning, of Albany, 
and the wonderful array of legal talent en- 
gaged for the battle made the case thé lead- 
ing topic of the time. A confession made 
by the wife in writing before a Notary was 
one of the most painful and prominent feat- 
ures in the case. On April 17 Mr. Burch 
filed an amended bill, makimg the charges 
both general and explicit. Mrs. Burch’s an- 
swer was filed on May 30, and was both a de- 
nial and attack, as it made counter-charges 
against the petitioner. A change of venue 
was taken from Cook County, practically on 
the ground of Mr. Burch’s popularity, and 
after much preliminary tilting the trial was 
commenced in Naperville, Du Page County, 
on the 19th of November. The most bitter 
animus marked the early stages of the pro- 
ceedings, voluminous depositions were filed, 
and charges and counter-charges were made 
regarding the character and motives of the 
parties interested, officially or etherwise, in 
the case, 

The legal array for the complainant in- 
cluded the Chicago firms of Hoyne, Miller & 
Lewis and Walker, Van Arnam & Dexter— 
Messrs. Millerand Van Arnam being spe- 
cially intrusted with the preparation and 
conduct of the case—also, amoung others, 
Judge Allen, of Chicago; the Hon. W. D. 
Barry, of St. Charles; the Hon. Uri Osgood, 
Joliet; the Hon. Walker Blanchett, Valette 
& Cody, Hobson & Haight, the latter firms 
being prominent practitioners in Du Page 
County. For the defense there appeared Mr. 
Beckwith, of Chicago, now Judge Beck with, 
who had chief charge of the defendant’s 
case; the Hon. O. H. Browning, of Quincy; 
the Hon. F. Farnsworth, of Chicago; B. G, 
Caulfield, Chicago; E. W. Smith, Chicago; 
George Sedgwick, Chicago; R. N. Murray, 
Kankakee; and other lesser lights. The trial 
lasted for nineteen days. The closing argu- 
ment for the defense was made by Mr. 
Browning in a_ speech which lasted 
for six and one-half bours, and that for 
the complainant by Mr. Van Arman ina 
speech of nine hours’ duration, the two 
speeches in their abridged form occupying 
twenty-four closely-printed columns of THE 
TRIBUNE. Afteran hour’s deliberation the 
jury returned a verdict for the defendant. 
Application was then made on behalf of the 
wife for the custody of the children—two 
girls, one being about 11 and the other about 
2 years of age—and also for alimony. ‘The 
suitfor custody of the children began in 
Joliet on a habeas corpus writ a short time 
later, but before the proceedings had been 
fully entered into a compromise was eifected 
between the parties by which the younger 
child was given to the: mother, the elder re- 
maining in the house of her father.

THE INDIAN OUTBREAKS. 


Spi-ee-che Still Making Trouble in the 
Indian Territory—Arranging 
for Joint Action Against 
the Apaches—Their 
Atrocities. 


Litrie Rock, Ark., April 11.—[Special.]— 
From advices received here today from the 
Indian Territory very interesting news is 
learned Spi-ee-che and his party. From what 
has been learned from him it appears he is 
not so willing to fall into the arms of the 
United States forces as many supposed he 
would be. When the Government troops 


reached the Sac and Fox Agency,where Gen. | 


Porter’s men were drawn up into line to at- 
tack Spi-ee-che’s party, it was found that the 
latter had gone to Quawpaw Creek, some 
twenty miles from the agency, and upon the 
troops reaching that point it was learned he 
had got into the Chickasaw country, and 
they next heard from’ him at the Wichita 
Agency. Lieut. Lowe pushed on from Oh- 
muigee ahead of the main command and 
overtook Spi-ee-che at Wichita and had a 
talk with him, to learn-his intentions. S§pi- 
ee-che had called on Asa Habbe, one of the 
Comanche Chiefs, for help, and a council had 
been set between them. He appears 
much displeased. that the Government has 
taken the matter in hand, as he claims 
he can settle it. With the help of 
the Comanches he proposes to clean out the 
Chicote government. After the council be- 
tween him and Asa Habbe he will tell Lieut. 
Lowe what he will do. 

Capt. Bates in the meantime, who has been 
trampingafter him, has become tired of such 
a chase, and proposes to call for the cavalry 
at Fort Reno, as he has authority to do, if 
Spi-se-che does not soon come to terms. 
Fort Reno is about forty miles from where 
he is, and it is of litthe consequence what he 
proposes to do (unless it is to submit) as it 
will be but a short time till the troops will 
have him. 

THK COMANCHES WILL NOT JOIN HIM. 

It is thought the Comanches will not join 
him, asin acouncila short time a Asa 
Habbe refused to give him help, He has 
with him now 200 fighting men and from 2® 
to 300 women and children. He has forty- 
two wagons in his train, but his horses have 
been so pushed and hard-worked during the 
late chase that it. will take some time for 
them to recuperate. They have plenty to 
eat now, as they have plenty of the orphan 
money, and pay for all they get. 

WHAT THE GOVERNMENT WILL DO. 

Capt. Bates is hurrying forward with the 
main command, and it is surmised that as 
soon as he reaches Spi-@e-che’s camp and 
gives the assurance to him that he will not 
be turned over to the Creek Government, he 
will surrender. Then comes the question 
What will the Government do with them? 
If they are to go to Fort Gibson the Govern- 
ment must furnish transportation, for Spi-ee- 
che’s horses are so worn out they can neither 
carry the Indians nor haul their wagons. 
Food must be furnished manand beast. The 
troops have orders to bring in the men only 
but the women and children, horses and 
wagons, all must come, as they cannot be left 
in so frieudless a manner. It is thought the 
Government will give the whole affair a 
thorough investigation, and punish the party 
found to be the originators of all this trouble.

THE CHESTER INQUIRY RESUMED. 

SPRINGFIELD, LIL, April 11.—[Special.]— 
The Chester investigation was resumed this 
afternoon, and the further evidence only 
helped to confirm the general impression 
that there is “ nothing in it.” Three ex-em- 
ployés by the names of Swanick, Mattlock, 
and Weaver testified to more or less drunk- 
enness on the part of certain guards and 
keepers during their time, and Weaver ad- 
mitted that he “got full” quite as often as 
any of the rest. He tripped up, however, 
when he testified that he and Commissioner 
Clements himself were intoxicated on one 
occasion ata recepion given by Maj. Salter. 
The Commissioner completely turned the ta- 
bles on the witness by proving that on the 
evening referred to he was not at Chester at 


all. 

United States Prison-Examiner Haight tes- 
tified thatthe Chester Prison ranked very 
high in the prison scale of the country, and 
added that it was the policy ot the General 
Government to send United States prisoners 
to those institutions where they could ob- 
tain the best treatment. 

Frank Murray, ex-Assistant Deputy War- 
den at Chester, and now a private business- 
man at Joliet, testified that ae Salter had 
pever been absent from the prison for any 
length of time while witness was there, ex- 
cept on one or two occasions when his ab- 
sence was due either to sickness or death in 
the family. The witness exvlained the pe- 
culiar circumstances surrounding the prison 
in his day; it was a fnew institution, and 
proved incom- 
petent and generally worthless, and who 
were sentadrift as soon as the prison officials 
te supply their places with good men. For 

present management and discipline he 
had nothing but words of praise. The wit- 
ness’ manner, his thorough acquaintance 
with prison work and prison discipline, and 
his conipiete contradiction of what the mal- 
contents had mistakenly expected he would 
testify to, evidently produced quite an im- 
ion on the committee. Only one more 
yet to be called, and nota very important 
one at that. Hunt has not putin an appear- 
ance, and, for reasons explained in today’s 
TRIBUNE, probably will not. The indications 
now are that the committee will wind up the 
inquiry tomorrow and begin forthwith on 
the preparation of its report. 
THE BIG BRIDGE. 

The joint committee on the St. Louis 
bridge investigation held a meeting tonight 
to consider the report to be submitted to the 
Legislature. The report drawn up by Sena- 
tor Merritt, who was delegated b e@ cum- 
mittee with task, and published exclu- 
sively in Tae TRiBUNE of last Saturday, was 
submitted to the committee. A rather ani- 
mated discussion ensued over the report be- 
tween Representative McFie and Senator 
Merritt, the former contending that so far as 
he was aware no discrimination or extortion 
in rates had been proved, and that the com- 
mittee ought to declare itself positively on 
this point, as that was the purpose 
for which it was created. Senator Merritt 
replied that if discrimination was not estab- 
lished none could be practiced, as it was 
shown by the sworn testimony of the officers 
of the bridge company that they charged for 

ssengers 10 cents for people in Belleville, 

cents for the citizens of Alton, 50 cents for 
people from Chicago and Cincinnati, and 75 
cents for those from New York; and also 
that before the pooling scheme was inaugu- 
rated the ferry company transported cars 
across the river at $1 each, but after the com- 
bination with the bridge company it charged 
$5 per car. Mr. Messick opposed the report 
because its adoption might result in a higher 
rate than 10 cents for the people of Belle- 
ville. Finally, as ail of the committee were 
not present, it was decided to pustpone ac- 
tuon on the report until tomorrow evening. 


GOSSIP. 
REDISTRICTING CITIES. 

SPRINGFIEED, IL, April 11.—|Special.]— 
An unusual number of schemes of greater 
or less importance were advanced or re- 
tarded this afternoon in committee.

DISSENTERS. 

SPRINGFIELD, lil., April 11.—[Special.]—The 
Judiciary Committee, instead of being unani- 
mous as tO constitutionality of the Shawnee- 
town Levee bill, sent in two reports. The mi- 
nority document was signed by Senator Hunt, 
Chairman, and Senator Condee, who suggested 
that the bill in question was not free from Jegal 
ovjections, and recommended that it do not 
pass. The bill and the two reports were ordered 
printed. 

LUMBER DEALERS. 

The Committee on Municipalities recommend- 
ed as a substitute for Senator White's very long 
and imperfect bill to license lumber brokers and 
lumber commission merchants a very brief 
bill for an act empowering City Councils and 
Presidents of Boards of Trustees in villages to 


. tax, license, and regulate lumber dealers, itum- 


ber brokers, and lumber commission merchants. 

Instead of attempting to amend a section of the 

present law,in other words, the committee 

seeks to increase the licensing power of mu- 

nicipal authorities by an entirely new act. The 

substitute was ordered to second reading. 
HARD ROADS. 

Senator Gillbam introduced a copy of the 
House biil autborizing the construction of 
gravel, rock, macadam, or other hard roads, and 
had it read a first time and sent to second read- 
ing. 

JUDGMENTS BY CONFESSION, 

Senator Fifer introduced a bill to regulate the 
taking of judgments by confession. The Dill 
provides that hereafter no judgment shall be 
entered io confession by virtue uf any power of 
attorney or otherwise in any county other than 
in the county where the defendant or defend- 
ants reside, provided that wbere there is more 
than one defendant, and they reside in different 
countres, the judgment may be entered in either 
county where any one of tbe defendants re- 
sides. It is aisu provided that the act shall not 
apply toany case where the defendant or de- 
fendants are not resideats of Lilinois. 

ONE BALLOT AND ONE BOX. 

Senator Hamilton introaguced an important 
bill to amend the Towosbip Organization act. 
The amendment in brief provides that when 
the election for city and town officers shall take 
piace on the same day the numes of the candi- 
dates for city and town offices shail be printed 
on One ballot, thus dispensing with the use of 
city and town ballots and city and town ballot- 
boxes, and, it, is claimed, doing away with the 
prime cause of tbe preseot confusion apd the 
mistakes attending city uad town elections fall- 
ing on the same day and the counting of the bal- 
lots after such elections. 


ALDERMEN. 


Senator Kirk introduced a bill to enable the 
City Council of any city in the State to divide 
the city into wards. The bill provides that the 
City Council of any city, whetber organized un- 
der a special charter or under the general law, 
may from time to time divige the city into baif 
as many wards as the total nuinber of Aldermen 
to which it is entitled, and one Alderman sbalil 
be elected aunually for each ward and bold his 
office two yeurs. 

TABLED. 

The Senate resumed the consideration of bills 
on second reading, and, after considerable dis- 
cussion, tabled the bill providing for the estab- 
lishment of mental and manual trainiug-schools 
for dependent children. The Senate was appar- 
ently against the establishment of another State 
institution. 

TELEGRAPHIC RIVALRIES. 


Senator White's bill to prohibit telegraph 
companies from interfering to prevent the con- 
struction of telegraph lines by rival orgaviza- 
tions came up for passagé and was stoutly op- 
posed by Senators Mason and Sbaw, who took 
the general position that the rival companies 
were sullicientiy protected under the present 
law, and that the proposed bill would be inoper- 
ative anyway. Senators White and Merritt re- 
counted the attempts on the part of the West- 
ero Union in various parts of the State to 
binder and prevent the erection of other 
lines. Finally Senator Archer moved _ the 
previous question, and the bili was passed by a 
vote of yeas 42. nays 5. Senators Clough, 
Fietcher, Keily, Mason, and Shaw voted in the 
negative. The measure, as it goes to the House, 
provides that no telegraph companies incorpor- 
ated or doimg business in this State shall have 
the power to contract with any owner of land, 
or with any railroad company, for the right to 
erect or maintain a telegraph line over his. ber, 
or ite lands, or over the right of way of any 
such rhilroads, to the exciusion of the lives of 
other telegraph companies organized or doing 
business under the laws of this State; nor shall 
aoy such railroad compaoy bave power to make 
such contract with any such telegraph coimpany; 
and every sucb contract sbali be void and of no 
effect. -The pepaity shall be not less than $1,000 
nor more than $5,000 for the first offense, and 
for the second offense not less than $5 000 nor 
more than $10,000, and for the third offense not 
less than $10.000 nor more than $20,000. and for 
every subsequent offense and conviction there- 
on shall be liable to a fine of $25,000. 


THE BURNT-RECORD ACT. 


The Judiciary Committee’s bill, amending the 
the Burnt-Record act, was further amended and 
sent to third reading. The chief feature of the 
bill is that which makes letter-press copies of 
real-estate abstracts made before the Chicago 
fire legal evidence. 


RESURRECTED. 


The vote by which the Train-Stopping bill was 
knocked out of time was reconsidered and 
bill recommitted to the Railroad Committee. 


RAILWAY CONSOLIDATION. 


Nearly an bour was spent io discussing what 
is known as the Pan- Handle bill, which came up 
for passage. The bili in question provides for 
the consolidation under one management of 
continuous lines of railways. The Pan- Handle, 
which is made up of a few miles of road in Lili- 
nois and hundreds of miles of roads in Indiana 
and Unio, is obliged to have a separate manage- 
ment and a separate Board of Directors for 
the object of the Dill 
is to enable it to  cousolidate these 
several lines under one munagement. 
Senators Condee and Clough championed the 
measure, and Senators Shaw and Torrance de- 
tected a constitutional objection in it and con- 
tended that its passage would at least raise a 
serious question as to the Legislature’s control 
over the Illinois end of the road. The roll was 
floally called, but the bill failed to get through 
with the emergency ciause. The. latjer was 
thereupon stricken outandan effort made to 
pass the bill without it. Senator Hunt, who had 
remained silent, said the bill ought not to pass, 
tor the reason that one of its sections would 
subvert the Supreme Court's decision in regard 
to legislative control of railroads. sSena- 
tor Rinehart rallied to the defense of 
the measure, claiming that its passage 
would not in any way affect the 
Legisiature’s jurisdiction and that the bill was 
really in the interest of railroad competition in- 
stead of aguinstit. An unsuccessful effort was 
made to recommit the bill, and President Camp- 
bell ruled that the bill must be reéngrossed be- 
fore itconid be put on its passage, Tbe usual 
practice has been where the emergency clause 
is stricken Out to vote by unanimuus consent 
immediately on the passage of tbe bill without 
the clause. The point that the bill must first be 
reéngroseed was never raised before, but Sen- 
ater Hunt now raised and urged it, and the 
President sustained it. The further cousidera- 
tion of the bill was made a special order for to- 
morrow noon, after which tne Senate a@journed 
for the day.

THE HESING-HARRISON IDEA. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 11.—[Special.)]—Mr. 
Alaines introduced a bill this morning prescrib- 
ing the qualifications of saloonkeepers, and pro- 
fessedly intended to meet the’ objections to low 
doggeries. The bill was brought down by A. C. 
Hesing. It provides that no licenses for the 
sale ef intoxicating liquors shall be granted by 
the corporate authorities of any city, town, or 
village except upon application in writing; that 
the applicant sball state his name, age, place 
of business, and residence for two years 
previous thereto, and tbe place for which the 
person desires to obtain the license; that each 
and every such application shall be accom panied 
by a certificate of at least tive reputable citi- 
zeas and taxpayers to the good character of the 
applicant; that lists of these applications shall 
be posted in a prominent place in the Clerk's 
office for the inspection of the public. No 
license shall be granted to any person who has 
ever been convicted of felony, and no 
license whatever shall be granted except at the 
expiration of ten days from the time of the filing 
ot the applicadon. provisions of this act 
are not to be taken as to im any meaner affect 
the provisions of che existing law uiring sa- 
loonkeepers to give bonds. The bill is in con-

ILLUMINATING GAS. 


The South Side Company Not Beady to 
Foliow Mir. Billings’ Exampie—A New 
Company About to Enter the Ficid— 
Au Era of Beduced Eates Sure to 
Come. 

For many years back the City of Chicago 
has had to pay more for its gas than any 
other place in the country. The inhabitants 
of larger and smaller cities have all along 
been furnished with an article of equal if not 
superior quality atamuch lower price. There 
are signs, however, that the extravagant rates 
which have ruled solong here are coming to 
an end, and that the excessive profits which 
the stockholders of these Chicago corpora- 
tions have made are drawing toaciose. At 
present, owing to improved methods of man- 
ufacture, and the utilization of the waste 
products, all that the gas companies make 
on the gas which they furnish is clear 
profit. The expense of mannfacture and the 
cost of management are paid by whut they 
getfrom the coke, ammoniacal liquor, and 
other products. If they were to give the gas 
tor nothing they would be abouteven. It is 
true, therefore, that the price charged for 
heating and illuminating gas should tumble. 

SIGNS OF A BREAK. 

The first step in the direction of low prices 
was taken last year, when the Consumers’ 
Gas Company was organized. That concern 
is now building works on Hanover street, 
near Twenty-fourth, and will begin supply- 
ing gas by fall. Its .ates will be much lower 
than those charged by the present South 
Side Gas Company, which will, of course, 
have tocome down to meet them—will, in- 
deed, have to charge something lower in 
order to retain its customers, _ 

‘The next step was taken by Mr. Billings. of 
the West Side Company, who has reduced 
the price of gas after May 1 to $2 net per 
1,000 feet for illuminating and $1.50 for heat- 
ing purposes. This is in striking contrast 
with the prices charged by the Gaslight & 
Coke Company, which supplies the North 
and South Divisions, it charging $2.25 net 
per 1,000 feet for both heating and iliuminat- 
ing gas. 


TOO HIGH A PRICE. 


This is the more surprising inasmuch as 
that portion of the city which is supplied by 
the Gaslight & Coke Company is a far more 
profitable one than the territory over which 
the mains of the West Side Company are ex- 
tended. Mr. Billimgs has often stated that 
he would be willing to give up his works if 
he could only get in exchange that littie part 
of the South Side which lies north of Harri- 
son street, for it was his belief that the 
big stores and hwtels were far more 
rrofitable customers than the smal! houses 
and stores throughout the West Division. Lt 
is the more surprising that the West Side 
Company should be the first to lower its rates 
beeause the volume of its stock is greater than 
that of the South Side Company, and It prob-» 
ably has more incumbrances in the shape of 
bonds, about all the certificates of indebted- 
ness which the South-Side Company issued 
in order to cover up its large 
profits having been taken up. ‘The 
probabilities are that the South Side Com- 
pany is holding off as long as it can on ac- 
count of the competition which it must meet 
with in the fall. It knows that it will then 
have to lower its rates to $1 or so a thousand, 
and is naturally anxious to make all the 
money it can in the meanwhile. Whether 
the Consumers’ Company will be able to 
stand it is of course a question. But as long 
as it does the residents of North and South 
Chicago will luxuriate in cheap gas. 

Another sign of the decline in prices is that 
the Laclede Gas Company of St. Louis has 
lowered its rates from $2.50 to $1.50 a 
thousand. That which can be done in St. 


\ Louis, where it costs more to manufacture 


gas than it does in Chicago, can also be done 
here. 
DECLINES TO TALK. 

A reporter called on President Watkins, 
of the North and South Side Company yes- 
terday, and hanaed him an abstract of the 
notice sent out by the West Side Company, 
saying that hereafter the price of illumi- 
nating gas would be $2 and of heating gas 
$1.50 a thousand feet, a reduction of 50 cents 
and $1 respectively. Mr. Watkins was asked 
what he had to say about this.

THE MUTUAL COMPANY. : 

A license was issued by the Secretary of 
State yeiterday to organize the Chicago Mu- 
tual Gaslight & Heat Company, with a capi- 
tal of $500,000, A..H. Burley, Jonn N. Jewett, 
and James S. Norton beimmg the incorpora- 
tors. A reporter asked Mr. Burley last even- 
ing for particulars, but he declined giving 
them, saying that the plans were not matured 
yet. But the enterprise was backed by ample 
capita), and the company meant business. 
He was unable to say whether operations 
would be confined to the North and South 
Divisions or cover the whole city. Regard- 
ing the price, he said competition would, of 
course, redice the present rate. 

CHEAP GAS MUST COME. 


The fact is, as stated above, that people are 
beginning to find out that gas can be manu- 
factured and sold at very low rates on ac- 
count of the market which there now is for 
the waste products. This is stirring up op- 
position in all sections of the country, and it 
will, sooner or later, bring down the price 
ot both heating and illuminating gas here. 
There is no reason why an com- 
fortable Chicago house should burn 
coal at all during the summer, 
and very little reason why it should use coal 
for heating purposes during the winter. At 
the present price charged for gas it can 
hardly be used with economy for cuoking pur- 
poses, although the gain in comfort is very 
great. But, as soon as the Consumers’ and 
the other new companies nogn hammeri 
away’ at-the Gaslight & Coke Company, it 
will dropin its rates, and people will have a 
chance to get what they ought to have had 
long before—gas for fuel and also for light- 
ing jat rates which will not give more than 
50 per cent profit to the producer. 

THE SOUTH SIDE COMPANY IN DISGUISE. 

lt was stated to a reporter during the day 
that this new company was in reality noth- 
ing but a device of the South Side company 
to head off any encroachments on its terri- 
tory on the part of Mr. Billings. It is said 
that the persons who are concerned in the 
Mutual are either the law-advisers of the old 
company or are interested in it as stock- 
holders. Many years ago, after a brief sea- 
son of warfare between the West 
and South Side companies, they made 
an agreement to divide the territory 
between them, and they have held fast by it 
for years. Now, however, the South Side 
people think that Mr. Billings is going to 
play them false, and that it is his intention to 
cross over into a portion of the city which he 
has long coveted. They are convinced that 
it is his intention to extend the pi from 
his new works over into. North Division, 
while. ‘the Consumers’ Company, in which 
they think he has an interest, is making 
things lively on the South Side. So they are 
preparing to carry the war into Africa, and 
to meet Mr. Billings at hig.own game. If he 
shows signs of bothering,.the Gaslight & 
Coke Company, that concern wil set to work 
and run over to the West Side, and proceed 
to have an argument with Mr. Billings over 
there. All this means cheaper gas, and will 
therefore. be looked on favorably by the 
community at large. The Mutual, backed 
by the wealth of the South Side company, 
one of whose works could supply it with all 

it would need, could easily make the 
People’s Gas Company wish it had never 
wandered off of its own stamping-ground.

The Grain Beceivers and Shippers In- 
digmant at the Excessive Charges of 
the East-Bound Roads, 

A joint session of the grain receivers and 
shippers was held in the committee-room of 
the Board of Trade yesterday afternoon for 
the purpose of investigating the alleged up- 
just and even dishonorable dealings of the 
east-bound railroads in the shipment and 
general handling of Chicago grain. Mr.

The principal cause of complaint is the 
alleged reckless and suspicious manner in 
which the railroad employés weigh the grain, 
and the other grievance complained of is the 
switching charge of $2 the roads generally 
add to bills against shippers in this city, 
which they never attempt to charge shippers 
in other large places. 

Mr. Loud said that he was not in favor of 
any farther conciliatory measures with the 
railroads, as the shippers and receivers had 
already gone as far as their self-respect-and 
dignity would permit them to go in asking 
their rights from the railway officials, and 
he wanted sowme steps taken that might have 
a tendency to bring the railroad officials to 
their senses. 


Mr. Sidwell said that he was in favor of re- 


ferrimg the question back to the Directors of 
the Board of Trade. Being a member of the 
Board of Directors himseif, he assured the 
gentiewen that the board was in hearty sym- 
pathy with the present novement and would 
exert alb its energy to obtain the nghts of 
the receivers and shippers. But in order 
that the shippers and receivers might more 
thoroughly understand what the board had 
done in the natter and what it proposed to 
oe arenes he sabmitted the following reso-

Wuereas, There has been some misuander- 
standing as to the merits of the controversy be- 
tween cne east-bouad railroads ana the Board 
of Trade, therefore, be it 

Resvlved, That the directory of the board be 
respectfully requested to nake a written state- 
ment of the mutter to this organization. 

Mr. Pope moved that a committee of six, 
representing the interests of the shippers and 
receivers of the Board of Trade be appointed 
to conter with the elevator proprietors in the 
matter of obtaining a reduction in uhecharges 
for transferrmmg grain; and also to confer 
with the, Mayur and City Council on the 
question of compelling We railroads to ex- 
tend the same accommodations to Chicago 
shipvers that they do to shippers of other 
large cities. His motion was accompanied 
with the following resolution:

Mr. Loud expressed his dissatisfaction 
with the judginent displayed by some of the 
grain inspectors of the city in grading grain, 
as they were frequently guilty of gross in- 
justice. He recommended that the commit- 
tee pay some attention to this matter also. 
The meeting adjourned until Tuesday at 
3:30 p. mm. 


Additional Complications in the East- 
Bound Pool from Chicacgo—The Chi- 
cago, St. Louis & Pittsbure Railway 
Wants an Extra Percentage of the 
East-Bound Business. 

The official record of the proceedings of 
the General Managers’ meeting held in New 
York last week to consider the application of 
the Nickel-Plate for a percentage in the Chi- 
cago east-bound live-stock pool and other 
Inatters appertaining to the Chicago east- 
bound pool has just been received by the 
General Managers. It contains nothing that 
has not already been published excepting the 
fact that the managers, being unable to agree 
upon the salary to be paid to the Joint-Pool 
Agent at Chicago, referred the matter to 
Commissioner Fink for adjustment. 

There was one important matter that came 
before the meeting of which no mention is 
made in the record and which has been kept 
secret. THe TriBpune has it from a most re- 
liable source that a letter was received by 
the meeting from President W. L. Scott, of 
the Chicago, St. Louis & Pittsburg Railway, 
stating that this road is now in the field as 
an active competitor for east-bound busi- 
ness, and that it desired to be awarded a fair 
percentage in the pool. The tetter created 
a profound sensation, as no one had any idea 
that this road would demand an extra per- 
centage of the east-bound business frum Chi- 
cago. The Chicago, St. Louis & Pittsburg 
Railway, like its predecessor, is being oper- 
ated by the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis, 
better known as the Pan-Handle Route, 
which is a part of the Pennsylvania system. 
The percentage now received by the Penn- 
sylvania ineludes the business of the 

ort Wayne and Pan-Handle Roads, and 
it was not believed that simply because 
there has been a reorganization an addition- 
al percentage would be- demarided, as no 
new roads have been added to the system. 

No action regarding that matter was taken at 

the New York meeting, but it is stated that 

the Pennsylvania will insist upon the de- 
mand for an extra percentage for the reor- 
ganized line. itis generally conceded that 
if the Pennsylvania maintains its present 
position there will be but little prospect of 
settling the complications. Matters were al- 
ready bad enough on account of the difficul- 

y of agreeing upon percentages for the 
ickel-Plate and Chicago & Atlan- 

tic, and with the additional trou- 

ble the most conservative managers 
des pair of being able te rearrange the pool 
without first fighting another disastrous 
war. As matters stand now nearly all of 
the percentages to be given to the new lines 
would have to conie out of the two Vander- 
bilt roads, and their percentages would thus 
be cut down to such small figures that they 
would not be able to earn expenses on their 
through business. Of course Vanderbilt 
will never consent to such an arrangement.

Consider- 
ing tat the coke and residual products are 
worth more than the coal used, it seems out- 
rageous that the citizens of Chicago should 
be assessed individually and as taxpayers at 
the rates now extorted from them. Gas 
could-be supplied in Chicago at one-half the 
ruling figures and then leave a handsome 
protit to the gas companies.

AFTER a trial extending over three months, 
which has caused more excitement and Jll- 
feeling than anything ever before known in 
Lafayette, Ind., Mrs. Helen M. Gougar has 
been awarded a verdict for $5,000 damages 
from Capt. H. F. Mandler, Chief of Police of 
Lafayette. Mrs. Gougar is a prominent pro- 
hibition and woman-suffrage advocate, and 
publishes a temperance paper, which during 
the campaign of last fall took strong 
ground in favor of the election as State Sen- 
ator of Mr. W. D. Wallace, who is also a pro- 
hibitionist and woman-suffragist. Shortly 
after the election Mandier made the. state- 
ment to Mayor McGinley that he and another 
person had seen Mrs. Gougar and Wallace 
enter the law-office of the latter at 8 o’clock 
one night and remain there until after mid- 
night. The story became public and Mrs. 
Gougar brought suit forsiander, asking $10,- 
000 damages. During the tria! 260 witnesses 
were examined and the testimony was of the 
most contradictory character. 


HEAD AND HAND. 

Public interest has closely followed the 
progress of the project of our Commercial! 
Club for a manual-training school, and will 
receive with gratification the news that the 
$100,000 wanted tor a beginning has been 
secured. When asubscription like this has 
to be obtained it is peculiarly true that it 
is the first step that costs. Now that this 
step has been successfully taken, the rest 
will easily follow, and Chicago will have the 
satisfaction of seeing its one point of inferior- 
ity to St. Louis disappear. — 

The purpose of the Chicago manual scbool, 
like that of Prof. Woodward, at St. Louis, 
is to make manual training a part of mental 
training, and to supplement the purely liter- 
ary culture of the fashionable schools with 
the more practical, but not less intellectual, 
instruction that teaches things. It is not to 
turn out apprentices, but scholars of nature. 
Its instruction is practical, but its object is 
essentially intellectual. Its theory is, that 
our boys can be taught from things much that 
will be as useful as that which they are now 
learning ose books. It has become abun- 
dantly evident that the conservatism of our 
academical pedagogs in schools and col- 
leges will resent to the end the contagian of 
the new ideas about education. No fact of 
mind and man is moré interesting than the 
growth, ali over the civilized world, by the 
side of the gymnasia, grammar-schools, col- 
leges, and universijies, of these schools for 
the “‘new learning.”’ In Germany, France, 
England, and the United States it is in this 
department of education that the real fer- 
ment of inspiration and progress is working. 
It does not seem too much to say that what 
the Greek and Latin revelation was to the 
students of Europe when it first came to 
them afew centuries ago this intrusion of 
science and art is destined to be in the men- 
tal culture of our day. 

The report of the National Bureau of Edu- 
cation, to which we called attention the other 
day, gives most interesting details of what 
is being done in this country in manual men- 
tal training. State industrial and agricult- 
ural colleges, liberally endowed by the Na- 
tion out of the public domain, independent 
schools, like the Massachusetts Lnstitute of 
Technology, and numbers of individual 
enterprises in New York, Boston, Troy, 
and St. Louis, are “blazing” paths into 
the new empire of knowledge. _ It 
worth notice that this evolution 
in education is the legitimate and lineal ex- 
tension of the enormous strides which scl- 
ence has madein ouircountry. Thisis the spe- 
cial characteristic of our era, and that it has 
not long before this profoundly modified the 
literary and scholastic system of our colleges 
and universities is one of the most singular 
instances in history of human persistence in 
beaten tracks. 7 

When the acceptance of these new truths 
of culture has been so slow on the part of 
those whose special business it is to act as 
our intellectual guides, it is certainly not to 
be wondered at that the working people have 
done so little for themselves in this direction, 
Though not surprising, it is really to be 
regretted, for there is no single investment 
by which this class could add so much 
to the value of their “plant” as by techni- 
cal, and industrial, and artistic education. 
The workingmen of Great Britain have spent 
the enormous sum of £30,000,000 on their 
trades-unions, but none of this has been 
spent on the educational means of making 
their skill more skillful and their arts more 
artistic. On the contrary, their bad political 
economy of “supply and demand ” satisfies 
itselt with the self-destructive policy of up- 
rooting the apprentice system. Samuel Mor- 
ley, M. P., well said lately in London at a 
meeting held to consider the progress of tech- 
nical education in England that “the compe- 
tition of hands was become a competition of 
intellects.” He cited a case which had come 
under his observation where two men by the 
instruction they had received in an industrial 
art school had qualified themselves to earn a 
guinea a day instead of a guinea a aveek. 

The City of London and the guilds sup- 
port conjointly an institute for technical 
education which is flourishing amazingly. 
Its income is $125,000 a year. In the Fins- 
burg College, where electrical and mechan- 
ical engineering, applications of chemistry, 
the building trades, cabinetmaking, and 
other art industries are taught, there are 513 
students. The City Art School has 132 pupils, 
and the South London Technical Art School 
has 122 in its classes for modeling, design. 
wood engraving, and in drawing and paint- 

ing from life. Under the auspices of the 

institute classes have been opened in all the 

principal centres of manufacturing in En- 
gland, with special attention to instruction in 
| the evening. Examinations were hela during 
the last year at 147 of these centres, at which 
1,972 candidates presented themselves, and 
of these 1,222 obtained certificates. A single 
fact stated by Mr. Morley will show how 
practical all this is: “One result of these art 
classes,” he said, “has been to rélieve the 
manufacturers of Nottingham of the neces- 
sity of sending to Paris for sketches and pat- 
terns of lace.”’ 


The Chieago Manual-Training School, 


over the length and depth of their gas bills 
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which may now be aé ab actuality, 
will give the youth of the city the intellect- 
ual benefits of the coeducation of the head 
and hand, Our eity needs, even more than 
this, practical instraction in art and industry 
for its workthg classes. Itis not too much 
to ask that some of the men for whom the 
city has done so much shall do as much as 
this for the city. The workingmen can doa 
great deal for themselves. They contribute 
a large part—probably directly and indirectly 
the greater part~—of the funds for the support 
of the public schools. Let them insist, as 
they have a right to do, that instruction in 
industrial art be substituted for most that is 
now given besides the common English 
branches in the public schools.

PRIVILEGED PUBLICATIONS. 

Judge Chipman, of Detroit, in his charge 
to the jury in the MacLean-Scripps libel case, 
laid down a very important:principle of aw 
in regard to privileged publications. Mac- 
Lean, the plaintiff in the case, was a Pro- 
fessor in the Michigan University, and was 
charged with aduitery by a Detroit news- 
paper published by Scripps. The defense 
was threefold: (1) That proper reparation 
had been made ;* (2) justification, or that the 
charge was trué: and (3) privilege, or the 
right of the newspaper to make the charge 
in this particular case. Concerning the last 
plea the Judge instructed the jury as fol- 
lows: 


This article is claimed to be privileged, and I 
feel, gentlemen of the jury. that it is my duty to 
instruct you that it is privileged. It concerus a 
man in a public position, connected witha high 
poss institution, and it concerns his conduct 
n that inon. tis, therefore, under proper 
restrictions, a proper subject of discussion 
upon the part of the press. Prof. MacLean 
in his official capacity stands where you stand, 
where all men stand who assQme to bear a 
relation 10 the Government or a relation to 
the public—stands as au object of criticism, of 
fair and just comment,in so far as he bears 
these relations to the public. Of course, 
gentiemen, if a Professor in our university 
takes advantage of his position as to treat- 
iuz patients confided to him in his official 
position, and placed in the ipstitution it- 
self, fur the pur of debauehing them, 
for the purpose of leading them into the com- 
mission of adultery, that is a deed that is repre- 
bensible, that is a fact which, if it exists. ought 
to be investigated, and a fact which ought to be 
followed by bis expulsion from the institugon. 
There is u0 doubt about that whatever, and 
therefore where such av accusation is made, 
when itis not simply evolved from the inner 
consciousness of the person making it, but 
where it was, asin this case, through the me- 
dium of publications ana public accusations, 
made in another country. then, in & pruper and 
decegt manner and in a right 4pirit, the pres in 
this country bave aright to comment upon it, 
to call atteadon to it, to demand investigation; 
consequently, the defendant in this Case had a 
right to do al) those things. 


This judicial deffhicion of privileged publi- 
cations goes much further than the courts 
have been in the habit of going to protect the 
rights of a free press. Privileged publica- 
tions have, as a rule, been confined to tran- 
scripts of court pavers, reports of trials, 
comments On the public acts of public men, 
and similar conditions. In this case, how- 
ever, the Judge holds that any man occupy- 
ing a position of trust and responsibility—in 
this case a college Professorship—is account- 
able to the public for his private morals, and 
that an exposure of any violation of morality 
on his part which is made by a newspaper in 
good faith, upon what appears to be suffi- 
cient ground and without malice, is properly 
a privileged publication. The Judge pro- 
ceeded in his instructions to point out to the 
jury that the question of privilege stands 
alone, and that the failure to prove the 
charge made by the newspaper does not of 
itself weaken the force of the privilege. In 
other words, it is incumbent on the plaintiff 
in such case to show not only that the article 
was untrue, but also that it was published 
for a malicious, improper, and injurious pur- 
pose. The privilege is broad, but it must be 
saved from abuse; it must not be used to 
gratify malice or to work injury to the indi- 
vidual under cover of discharging a public 
duty. 

ln the Detroit case the publication was 
made upon the basis af previous publication 
of the same charge in Canada. It is not nec- 
essary to go into the details of the trial, but 
sufficient for the present purpose to say that 
the jury brought ina verdict of $20,000 for 
the plaintiff. This shows that the jury be- 
lieved the charge not to be true, and also 
that it held the privilege of publication had 
been abused, but the principle of law re- 
mains as stated by Judge Chipman, and it is 
exceedingly important to all publishers. 
The scale on which newspapers are published 
nowadays, and undertaking, as they do, to 
cover all the news incident to public interest 
and the public welfare, makes it inevitable 
that many mistakes should oceur; the won- 
der is that there are not more of them. It is 
right, therefore, that newspapers should be 
protected in publications made from 
a proper motive concerning people 
in public positions, if the disposition be 
shown to correct errors and give satisfaction 
in case of mistakes. The rule laid down by 
Judge Chipman will probably be sustained 
by tne higher courts of a country where free 
speech and free institutions have so strong a 
hold as in America; but at the same time 
juries. will always be averse to excusing 
charges against private character on the 
score of privilege when they believe that 
such charges are absolutely untrue. What 
is known as “ personal journalism” should 
not take courage from Judge Chipman’s 
views, for the doctrine of' privilege will be 
construed very narrowly by juries as to at- 
tacks on private character, no matter how 
public or responsible the position occupied 
by the person attacked.

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THE “CRIMINAL INSANE.” 

There is now some hope that provision 
may be made by the present Legislature for 
taking care of that class of quasi-criminals 
known as the “criminal insane.” The duty 
of making such provision has been urged 
upon the State these many years by those in 
charge of the insane asylums, because they 
have felt the numiliation of guarding crim- 
inals under the pretense of insanity, and the 
injustice of compelling unfortunate but 
honest people who are afflicted with men- 
tal disorders to asseciate with depraved 
wretches whose only tendency to insanity is 
manitested by the disposition to steal other 
people’s property or take human life. The 
joint committee of the two Houses of the 
Legislature which has been engaged in visit- 
ing the charitabe institutions of the State has 
become impressed by the justice of the views 
long held by the experts in the treatment of 
the insane, and in the course of its report 
the committee makes the following recom- 
mendation: , 


The question of what shalPbe done with the 
Criminal and convict insane has been agitated 
by neurly ail the authorities at the different ia- 
sane asyiums inthe State, and so far as we. were 
able to iearn the unanimous opinion prevatis 
among them that this class ought, as a matter of 
right and justice, to be sepurated from the re- 
spectabie insane, and who also furnish other 
cogent and important reasons Why such separa- 
tion sbouid take place. While we have not given 
this matter a thorough and searcOing exam na- 
tion and investigation, yet we feel that we have 
learned sufficient tu iead us to the opinion that 
this ciass of «nsane ought to be treated as a 
ciuss, and thatsome provision looking to that 
end should be made. It bas been recommended 
by the joint committee appointed by the 
Thirty-second General Assembly to in- 
quire into the condition ef the insane 
of the State that a proper building be 
erected‘at Chester in connection with the pepni- 
tentiary,in which sball be piaced this class of 
insane. Be favorably impressed with this 
Suggestion, on our return from Anna we took 
occasion to visit Cheater for the purpose of sat- 
isfving ourselves as tothe feasibility of this 
pian, and desire to state that we regard it as en- 
tirely feasible and advisabie. Tuois, if adopted, 
in Our opinion, would not only be an act ot jus- 
tice to the respectable insane,who are now com- 
pg to associate with this infamous and dia- 
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m we have eonferred, and that 
of the joint committee re to, concero 
this class of insane, numbering about 100 in this 


State. : * 
The sentiment of the above extract is much 


better than the style in which it is expressed. 
It is practical ana to the point. The commit- 
tee finds that there is ample room at the 
Chester Penitentiary for the erection of a 
separate building. for the confinement of 
those who have committed crimiuial acts, but 
have been adjudged insane. ‘The necessary 
‘appropriation for the construction of such 
building should be made, and the institution 


‘should be put under thé charge of men 


whose ‘scientific attainments and practical 
experience will enable them to distinguish 
between the convict-patients confided to their 
keeping and regulate the treatment accord- 
ingly. The discipline of the institution 


‘ghowd contemplate different treatment for 


the vicious and thé unfortunate; the former 
shoulda be treated much tié sameasif they 
had been assigned to the penitentiary, and 
the latter as if they had been committed to 
an asylum. Itis impossible to make such a 
distinction eitherin the State prisons or in 
the State asylums; and henée the peculiar 
necessity for a separate institution. 
Provision for the special care of the ** crim- 
inal insane” will. have several excellent re- 
sults. The existence of such an institution 
will enable juries to agree upon more rea- 


. sonable and consistent verdicts in cases where 


insanity is the defense. In a case suflicient- 
ly emotional to appeal to their sympathies, 
but too aggravated to admit of discharging 
the accused, they will not be compelled to 
choose between the penitentiary and the 
asylum, or to decide between a short term in 
the former or a long term in the latter. 
They can send the accused to the refuge for 
the *‘ criminal insane,”. where they may out- 
live the small element of insanity and have 
part of the large element of viciousness 
eliminated from their constitution. With 
such an institution staring them in the face, 
people who are predisposed to thieving or 
who are inclined to be eniotionally insane 
when they want to remove some objection- 
able person will make a strong effort to over- 
come their hallucinations and impulses. 
When they go ahead and are finally lodged 
in a quasi-penitentiary, they will find them- 
selves among their own kind, and will not be 
able to humiliate and contaminate those who 
are honestly insane. Both justice and chari- 
ty will be aided by the prompt establishment 
ot such an institution hs the joint committee 
of the Legislature recommends. 


THE DYNAMITE ACTION. 

Even in their desolation, beggary, famine, 
and protest against ill government the peo- 
ple of Ireland are divided; agreeing upon 
nothing, but always ready to quarrel and 
make war upon each other. Even at this 
distance the Lrish fail to agree. Certainly 
one would expect that the Irish in Ireland 
ought to be best able to decide upon the best 
policy to be adopted there, but a faction of 
the Lrish residing in this country assume to 
dictate, not only to the Irish people in Ire- 
land, but also to the Irish-American party in 
this country. Every man of common intelli- 
getice must understand that the assasination 
and dynamite policy can have no other effect 
than the alienation of all Americans and of 
all other people except murderers and as- 
sasins from any sympathy with a cause that 
tolerates and inspires violence and crime. 
Mr. Parnell must of necessity repudiate all 
association with Most, Rochefort, and the 
Dublin murderers of Cavendish and Burke, 
or he must take refuge in America and share 
in the popular disgust entertained here for 
Rossa and his associates. Parnell’s agitation 
in Ireland is for Parliamentary reform and 
reform within the law and Constitution. 
Murder is not war, and murder under the 
pretense of war deceives no one. Mr. Par- 
nell proposes to visit the United States, 
whereupon the Rossa faction insist that he 
shall participate in a convention which shall 
declare that assastnation and the use of dyna- 
mite against the Government and people of 
Great Britain is the best and wisest policy on 
the part of the Irish people. Parnell has in- 
dicated that he cannot and will not lend him- 
self to any such crazy and diabolical scheme 
or plan of proceedings, and therefore there is 
a revolt among the Irish-Americans; 
insist that the Lrisfi*American convention 
shall declare for the assasination and dyna- 
mite policy, and that Parnell shall accept that 
policy or be discarded and repudiated by the 
patriots who, at a safe distance of 3,000 
miles, propose to carry on a war of barbar- 
ism upon the people of Great Britain. So 
Parnell’s visit is to result ina grand breach 
in the Irish-American people, involving the 
repudiation of Rossa by Pamell and Rossa’s 
repudiation of Parnell, with the usual bitter- 
ness and strife between the discordant fac- 
tions. The sooner that the civilized nations 
of the worid put a quietus upon assasination 
and dynamite as a means of political redress 
the better it will be for the cause of human 
liberty ih ail lands, and especially in Lreland, 


THE MORMON SCHISM. 

The recent gathering at Kirtland, 0., of 
Mormons who do not believe in polygamy 
and who reject it as a spurious revelation 
coined by Brigham Young and grafted into 
the creed of the church by himis an impor- 
tant episode in the history of this remarkable 
sect. The meeting of the so-called Reorgan- 
ized Church of Latter-Day Saints was held 
upon historic ground, for it was at Kirtland, 
near by Gen. Garfleld’s old home, that the 
first Mormon temple in this country was 
built. The Mormons first came to Kirtland 
in 1831, but through certain financial trans- 
actions they met with disfavor and were 
driven out. Thence they went to Missouri. 
In 1840 they were driven out of that State, 
and crossed the river into Lllinois, where 
they established their colony at Nauvoo. In 
1844 Joseph Smith was killed by a mob. 
The temple was destroyed, an@ once more 
the Mormons sought ‘a refuge at Council 
Bluffs, but during the ensuing two years the 
main body of them, under Brigham Young, 
went to Salt Lake. These were polygamists. 
Itis unquestionable that Brigham Young, 
who pretended to have received the revela- 
tion of polygamy fromthe Prophet Smith be- 
fore his death, was the realauthor of the in- 
famous doctrine, and incorporated it into the 
creed, for it,is not found in any of the writ- 
ings of the original founder. The Book of 
Mormon absolutely forbade it. 

When Brigham Young succeeded in get- 
ting the consent of the United States to set- 
tlein Utah he had 16,000 followers blindly 
deyoted to him. There are now 125,000 of 
them in Utah and about 50,000 in the adjacent 
Territories, though recent hostile legislation 
will probably force the latter inte Utah 
again. They have built up a strong and 
wealthy social eommunity. Their property 
in 1880 was valued at $25,000,000. It now 
raises about 2,000,000 bushels of grain and 
yields nearly $10,000,000 in mineral wealth. 
it is strong enough to defy all efforts of the 
United States thus far to break up the 
odious practice of the community, and has 
shown itself crafty enough to elude the 
efforts of the Commissioners in the same di- 
rection. : 

At the time of the general break-up and 
the exodus of Young and his followers to 
Utah, many Mormons remained behind. 
Someé were at Nauvoo, at Kirtland, and scat- 
tered throughout various States. They 
formed , little settlements and opened

mons as it was originally promulgated.

pure Mormons. They were monogamists, 
and as bitterly opposed to Brigham Young’s 
spurious doctrine or polykamy as any of the 
Christian sects. In 1857 representatives from 
these various detachments came together 
and organized on the old basis, and this was 
the beginning of the Reorganized Church of 
Latter-Day Saints. The original Mrs. Jo- 
seph Smith joined it in 1860, and her son Jo- 
seph is now one of its Presidents. In various 
parts of the world there are 30,000 members 
belonging to this chureh. It has gathered 
sufficiently in.strength and influence to send 
out missionaries to work among the Utah 
polygamists, and they report encouraging 
progress. In Utah less than one-half the 
Mormons practice polygamy, though the 
church leaders have declared it to be a sine 
qua non of the faith. There is astrong fac- 
tion of monogamists there, who are styled 
Josephites and are under the ban of the 
church, but they are working earnestly with 
the Reorganized Latter Day Saints to wipe 
out the curse of polygamy. 

Among themselves they are quite confident 
that the results of the gathering at Kirtland 
will be felt with great force in Utah, and that 
the monogamists there will be encouraged to 
make a desperate onslaught upon the “twin 
relic.” Any schism isa hopeful sign, and if 
itis strong enough it is possible that it may 
be able to second the efforts of the Govern- 
ment and wipe out the disgrace which Brig- 
ham Young inflicted upon the church. This 
would be a great point gained; but even 
then, with the church cleaned and reorgan- 
ized, would it be able to live or could it be 
tolerated in a Christian community? They 
propose to return to the old faith as it was 
before it was stained with the later impuri- 
ties, but it must be remembered that .before 
Brigham Young had any influence, or 
before: polygamy had been declared, the 
Mormons were hunted from place to 
place. No people wanted them or 
would permit them to remain any 
length of time in their vicinity. This 
was nearly half a century ago, however, and 
in that time great advance has been made in 
liberal opinions, and stronger and more blas- 
phemous utterances than the Mormons ever 
made are tolerated, It is possible, therefore, 
that monogamous Mormons, living peace- 
fully, obeying the laws, and performing all 
the duties of citizens, would be treated as 
civilly as some other sects which exist in 
various parts of the country and are allowed 
the largest degree of license, though they 
have nothing in common »with a Chris- 
tian community. A Reorganized Mor- 
mon who believes in a revelation and be- 
haves himselt ought to have as good a 
chance as an Ingersollite, for instance, who 
doesn’t believe in a revelation or anything 


| else. 
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THE DISTRESS IN IRELAND. 

The Boston- Herald recently dispatched 
one of its correspondents to Ireland to visit 
the famine districts and make a personal ex- 
amination. He has sent in his report, and it oc- 
cupies two pages of that paper. Itis a record 
of such horrible misery and suffering as 
seems well nigh incredible in a Christian 
country. The details of it are almost too 
painful too print. Everywhere through the 
West of Ireland the same story is repeated. 
The crops have grown steadily worse for 
years back and the land has rapidly become 
more and more sterile. The poor condition 
of the soil has made it necessary for them to 
sell off their stock, and this has only made it 
all the more difficult to cultivate the soil. 
To add to their distress, the rents of farmers 
who occupy small holdings have been grad- 
ually increased so that the less valuable the 
property became the more they have had to 
pay for holding it. The real benefits of the 
Land bil! have not reached this class of ten- 
ants at all. 

The result of allthis is that the people in 
some places are famine-stricken, while all 
over the West of Ireland they are suffering 
terribly from hunger and thirst. “In many 
thousands of instances,” says the Herald 
correspondent, ‘the tenants are forced, as a 
last extremity, to actually eat the seed 
which should have been planted this spring, 
thus staving off present starvation at the cost 
of certain suffermg in the future.’’ The 
journey of the correspondent is but a recital 
of the most painful and harrowing incidents. 
In nearly all the places he visited seaweed 
was the staple of food, and that not of the 
nutritious but unwholesome kind, which is 
causing much sickness. Out of hundreds of 
similar stories told by the writer we take the 
following as a fair illustration of all of them: 


In another bovel which I entered 1 found four 
or five people sitting about an iron pot, on top 
of which was a creel, or little round basket such 
as is used for carryin 
across the back of a donkey. In this creel there 
lay a number of potatves cooked in their jack- 
ets, and nove of them | believe more than one 
and one-half inches in diameter. A _ solitary 
herring was in the midst of them, probably to 
convey a more or lesa savory condition to the 
rest. A littlecrockery dish was held by one of 
the members of the family, and it contained 
what looked to be simply water. In eating their 
potatoes the people would pick one of them up 
out of the creel, dipit in this little dish, and 
chew it up. skin and ali. 1 asked one of the 
women whut the saucer contained, and she toid 
ine salt and water. Can you imagine a depth of 
poverty so great that, for purposes of economy, 
the people are obliged to goeven so far ag to 
meit their salt ia water in order to make it last 
the longer? If you can, you will be able to com- 
prehend something of the tremendous and aw- 
ful distress which lies throughout Ireland and 
along this coast, 

The Herald correspondent also quotes 
largely from statements made to him both by 
Protestant and Catholic clergymen, and they 
tell the same story everywhere. The Rev. 
Mr. French, a Protestant clergyman at New 
Quay, said: 

In regard to the farms, it is the o)d story 
which the Irish leaders have told wus bun- 
dreds of times, and which we bave never be- 
lieved to its full extent, that as fast as aman im- 
proved bis bome the landlord put up the rent on 
his improvement, ano gradualiy, by the extor- 
tionate practice, made it entirely impossinie for 
bim to find the means of further enriching his 
land., Along this part of the coast as far as I 
bave been upto the present time I have not 
seen in all 100 acresof ground wortha sbilling a 
year apiece. Yet many of the poor tenanis are 
obliged to pay as high as £1 an acre upon farms 
which, on the beginning, cost them little or 
nothing. lam more and more convinced, every 
day that 1 pass in this wretched country, that 
not until the system of laudiordism is wiped out 
by one means Or another will the people be able 
to earn even a poor subsistence from the bulk 
of the country. As long as one class of private 
individuals have it in their power to fatten upon 
the starvation of another ciass, so long will that 
portion of the population which is down be 
ground further and further into the dust by the 
iron beel of private despotism, which is worse in 
every sense than the hardest and most cruel of 
public governments. 

There is a convention of representative 
Irishmen to be held at Philadelphia in a few 
days. Wecommend these statements of the 
Herald to them. Here are actual practical 
wrongs to be redressed. The only man in 
Ireland who has accomplished anything to- 
wards the relief of these unfortunate people 
is Mr. Parnell, and yet already itis contem- 
piated by the managers of this convention 
to tie his hands and to take such steps as 
will tend to undo the work he has done. No 
stronger indictinept against landlordism can 
be made than this awful record of distress 
in the West of Ireland, no nobler object can 
occupy this convention than to come to its re- 
lief and to hold up Mr. Parnell’s hands while 
he presses taat ind{etment and exposes to the 
world the .@rievances under which his 
country labors. As it Is now drifting, 
however, this convention, will undo ail 
that has been done, and by allowing 
itself to be controlled by a faction of coward- 
ly assasins will only provoke the English 
Government into measures of retaliation 
which will inerease the present misery of 
these people. It Is to be hoped that there 
are members of the convention sober and 


| sensible enough to save it irom plunging 
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headlong into an indorsement of dynamite 
and assasination as the remedy for the suf- 
ferings of Ireland, If not, there is no hope 
for the future. 
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Tnx split among the New York doctors on 
the question of consultation with “ homeo- 
paths” is widening. The conservatives have 
procured 400 signatures to @paper pledging the 
subscriber to vote for the reénactment of the 
old code, which forbids the recognition by reg- 
ulars of the practitioners of any Other school. 
The liberals are about to circulate a counter- 
’ pledge. The profession in New York will soon 
be arrayed in two solid ranks on the question 
whether emergencies may arisé in which con- 
siderations of humanity will justify the “only 
genuine” practitioner in helping the. spurious 
article to save human life. The liberals are 
slightly weakened by a division among them- 
selves, a number of them being opposed to any 
code atall. Last Friday night fifty or sixty of 
the liberals met to iay ou plan ot cam- 
paign. It begins to look as if this difference of 
views were about to degenerate into a bit- 
ter and extravagant ‘controversy, absorb- 
ing energies that have all they can at- 
tend to in the encounter with disease. 
The “conservatives” and *“liverais”’ would do 
much better to let the questions of old code, new 
code, and no code go till they bave found out 
how to cure little things like whooping-cough 
and scariet-fever, to say nothing of consump- 
tion and malaria. The movement lately begun 
in England for the “ collective investigation of 
disease’’ by correspondence between commit- 
tees of the medical societies and all the prac- 
titioners furnishes a good model for their imita- 
tion. The promoters of that movement aim to 
bring together the scatfered acquisitions of pri- 
vate experience and observation, to arrange 
and study them, and to thus obtain the material 
for a more thoroughly scientific study of disease 
than has ever yet been made. When work like 
this remains to be done for medical science, 
which is as yet more infantile than most of the 
sciences, the doctrinal discussion of heresy and 
orthedoxy into which the American profession 
seems to be about to piunge is old-fashioned 
and unfortunate. 


THE recent educational conference at 
Frankfort, Ky., was a hopeful sign of progress 
inaState where but a few years ago the laws 
mate it a felony for a free negro to be within 
its limits. At this conference white and colored 
citizens met peacefully and pleasantly together 
to consult about the mutual education of the 
two races. The discussions showed that, al- 
though the legislative acts for the education of 
whites and blacks are distinct, they are in bar- 
mony With each other, and that the conditions 
are favorable for the education of both. The 
distinction between them, however, ia that the 
illiteracy of the blacks is five times as great as 
that of the whites, and the average colored 
children are not so well prepared for education 
as the white, consequently the State will have 
to secure rudimentary advantages for all the 
cbildren before it can do much towards improv- 
ing higher instruction. The Louisville Com- 
mercial says on the subject: 


Since the school laws now provide the same 
regulations and the same share of the school 
fund for all the children in the State we ee to 
hear nothing more of the “color-line”’ in Ken- 
tucky. The leaders of the colored people are 
no friends to their race if they raise such a 
question, and white editors or politicians who 
keep it alive are only struggling against the in- 
evitable. Mixed schools will never be seen here 
by any Kentuckian now alive, but in all other 
respects there should be and will be no differ- 
ence in educational provisions for the two 
races.

Ir is evident that when the National debt 
is finally paid off the United States will be found 
to be a large gainer through the destruction 
and ioss of its paper promises to pay. Every 
month the debt on Which interest has. ceased, 
and for which no one claims payment, increases, 
until there is now lying in the Treasury nearly 
eleven millions of unclaimed principal and in- 
terest, which has acorued at various dates from 
1837 and earlier down to Dec. 23, 188%. Of the 
$49,000,000 of fractional paper ourrency issued 
during and since the War $15,386,512 are still 
outstanding, and redemptions have aimost 
ceased. By act of Congress passed in 1879, 
$8,375,934, which it was estimated had been de- 
stroyed, were declared canceled and entered as 
paid on the Treasury books. A more correct 
estimate of the Government gain from this 
source would have been $15,000,000, or more than 
30 per cent of the amount issued. The Govern- 
ment gain on the $346,000,000 legal-tender notes 
will doubtless be very large, though a much 
smaller percentage than in the case of fraction- 
al currency, where the wear and tear were very 
great. Whether the Government or the banks 
will eventually receive the benefit arising from 
lost and destroyed bank currency is a point not 
yet definitiy determined, but it seems reasona- 
bie that for the currency lost while if the pos- 
session of the people the people themselves, 
through the Government, should receive what 
benefit shail finally accrue on account of this 
destruction. 


In Sansosti, a watering-place in the «Prov- 
ince of Cosenza, a jury tried tho case of a brig- 
and, whose coaoscience, if he possessed. any, was 
burdened with the death of thirty-seven per- 
sons, more or less. His counsel, the lawyer 
Corbeilini, delivered a magnificent speech in his 
defense, closing as follows: * No, gentlemen of 
the jury, you shail not pronounce this unfort- 
unate man guilty; you shall not sign his death 
warrant under the superb eyes of the beautiful 
Signora Eulalia, the wife of our distinguished 
President, who looks down on you from yonder 
tribune, clad in ber elegant pink robe trimmed 
witb the most precious Venetian laces. Yes, O! 
my beautiful lady, the pink color of your toilet 
speaks ‘hope!’ to this unfortunate man, and 
from among those precious laces flies forth the 
angel of mercy, who says to those enlightened 
jurymen: ¢ You must acquit this unfortunate 
mfin.’’’ What was the prosecuting attorney to 
do? He became confused, fearing to offend che 
beautiful dame, and knew not what to reply. 
The President, however, who seemed to enjoy 
the praise bestowed on his wife’s toilet, was full 
of mercy in his address to the jury, who, unable 
to resist the superb eyes and the pink dress, 
promptly acquitted the scoundrel. 


OBSERVERS have noticed a tendency of late 
among a portion of the colored voters to drift 
toward the Democratic party. ‘This has been 
especially remarked in Kansas, where the large 
colored emigration of a few years ago has been 
scattered over the State and given a fair oppor- 
tunity to show its worth and leanings. The 
Atchison Champion says on this point: “The 
sober, the industrious, the decent ana progress- 
ive peopie among the colored men—those who 
are winning bomes by honest industry and fru- 
gality, and educating their children—wiil con- 
tinue to be Republicans. They will never forget 
the tremendous debt of gratitude the colored 
race Owes to the Kepublican party. But the 
dissolute, the depraved, the vicious among the 
colored people, will gravitate into the Demo- 
cratic ranks. This class cannot be counted bn 
in the future as Republicans.” 


THE play of “Caste,” followed by the 
farce of “ My Neighbor's Wife,” formed the pro- 
gram of an entertainment in a Methodist Epis- 
copal church. The pastor protested against 
what be rewarded asa desecration of the house 
of God, but the Trustees gave permission ino 
spite of him.

Massachusetts bas taken the 
first step in favor of such an amendmeut to its 
Constitution, and a committee in the Connecti- 
cut Legisiature bas reported in favor of a simi- 
lar proposition. An attempt to bring about this 
resuit was defeated in the iatter State a few 
yearsago. The proposition was submitted to 
the people and was negatived by a large vote. 
Chere is no evident reason to think that the peo- 
ple bave changed their minds on the subject. 
While other New Engiandg States are moving to- 
ward bienoial sessions, Rhode Isiand still clings

A TERRIBLE FIRE. : 
RANGOON, April 11.—A_ disastrous fi 
took place today at Mandelay, Burmah. One 
thousand buildings were destroyed, includ- 
ing the residences of several of the Cabinet 
Ministers. Two prisouera were burned to 
death in their cells. : 
[Mandelay, or Pottanapura, is the present 
capital of the Kingdom of Burmah, and is sit- 
uated a littie north of the ancient capital, Ama- 
rapura, three miies from the Irrawaddy River, 


and 350 miies north of Rangoon. It has a pop- 
ulation of about W000 It dates back 
Only to 1856, when the cultivated fleids 


where the Capitai now stands were selected by a 
royal command. The work was pushed forward 
80 rapidly that by the following year it was oc- 
ecupied by the court of the whimsical ruler of 
Burmah. The city is iaid out in three paralleio- 
gramée—the inner two of Which are walied, 
The police is located within the inmost, defend- 
ed by high palisades and surrounded by court- 
yards and gardens.

The second incilosure vuntains the bouses of the 
civil and military officers, being laid out 
in wide streets crossing at right angles.

The fortifica- 
tions are massive ana the ollicial buildings are 
briiliant with Oriental magnificence, but 
the city still reseinbles the en- 
campments of the nomadic tribes, many of the 
inhabitants livingin tents. As an explanation 
of the causes of such a great tire, it shouid be 
understood that the city depends for its water- 
supply upon a canal, which is carried from a 
point on the river sixteea miles above the city.)

The Mississippl River Falliag at New 
Orleans—Ludignaat Citizous—Tae Mis- 
sourli Clear from Bismarck to Benton. 
New Or.Leans, La., April 11.—|Special.] 

—The river tell auother inch teday, and 

stands now three inches under the high- 

water mark of 1874 The trains are running 
as usual over the repaired crevasse at Goulds- 
boro, aud the water has ceased invading the 
city front. A great deal of feeling has 
developed against the policy of clostng the 
natural cut-offs, and a sentiment that a ter- 
rible mistake was made in permitting the 
closure of Bonnet Carre crevasse, and a de- 
termination to oppose to the end the project 
of Capt. Eads to cut off the Atchafalaya from 
the Mississippi, as provided iu the language 
of the last River-and-Harbor bill. To a great 
extent the engineers of the Federal Govern- 
ment are held responsible for these gravé 
mistakes. At a meeting of the Commission- 
ers of the Second Levee District held in As- 

cension yesterday, on motion of Gen. G. L. 

Brent, the following significant resolutions 

were unanimously passed: 

Resolved, Taat the Levee Board of the Second 
District of Louisiana view with great dis- 
quietude the pians to interfere with the natural 
outlets of the Mississippi River without pre- 


vious ample preparavon to uford protection to 
the vast imteresis existing below the outiets 


proposed te be closed, and which, in its opinion, 
will be greatly endangered by such interfer- 
ences, 

Resolved, That if the Government of the 
United States desires that the valiey below the 
mouth of the Red River sbould receive the 
whole Goods of the Mississippi and Red Rivers 
for the purpose of improving low-water naviga- 
tiun, that justice, bumaoity, and the ordinary 
obligation of a Government towaras ite citizens 
demand that it should first take meusures to 
protect the lives and property of the people in 
the lower valley by beginning its works at the 
mouth of the ississippil, and working up- 
wards, so as to guard us from the danger and 
destruciion menacing us as the direct couse- 
quence of the artiticial disturbance by the 
Gouveroment of the natural current of the great 
river. 

At the request of Gov. McEnery, Col. 8S. L. 
James, convict-labor contractor, visited Scott 
levee in Pointe Coupee to examine its condi- 
tion. This work is being erected under con- 
tract by tue Mississippi River Commission 
and under the supervision of Maj. Amos 
Stickney, Engineer Corps, United States 
Army. The failure of the penitentiary ring 
to get control of the work has inspired much 
feeling, and reports have been made deroga- 
tory to the same. While Gov. McEnery has 
made several attempts to force the convict 
laborers upon the Government, the fact now 
transpires that the work is in excellent con- 
dition, even fully equal to any probable 
emergency. The meddiing of the State of- 
ficers in the matter is regarded as imperti- 
nent in the extreme.

Hobunobbing with Tigertail, a Seminole 
Chief, and Toddling Mis Papooses—

KisstIMMBE, Fla., April 11.—({Special.}— 
The President has preémpted the wilderness, 
had a pow-wow with the Indians, caught a 
thirteen-pound catfish and a nine-pound 
trout, tanned his white hands, and today 
turns his face towards the railway and tele- 
graph, having been practically out of reach 
of such resources since Monday.

On the way to Fort Gardner, twenty miles 
from the moorings from the mouth of the 
lake, the Presideut had alternately trolled 
and cast flies for, fish, landing fourteen alto- 
gether, which, With three vaught by Mr. 
Miller, weighed 100 pounds. he party had 


| started out early in the morning with 
provisions enough only for lunch. They 
were hungrier than alligators upon re- 
turning at 9 o’clock in we evening, 


and after a highly-relished supper enjoyed 
their cigars, from the deck of the Okatcho- 
Karly this morning the President and 
Mr. Miller weht fishing in acave three miles 
from the moorings, catching a few trout, 
atter which orders were issued to turn the 
bow homeward. The Okatchobee reaehed 
here about noun, and, arrangements having 
been made for a special train to Sanford at 
6 this evening, the boat sailed over to 
Single Creek, six miles away, where the 
President looked at a tieid of sugar-cane.

DRESSED MEATS, 
A CONFERENCE WITH FINK. 

New York, April 11.—([Special.]—The 
shippers of live stock from Chicago to New 
York complained to Commissioner Fink 
that there was a discrimination in the rates 
against them and in favor of the shippers 
of dressed meats, and a meeting was 
held today to discuss the subject. 
The rate for live stock is 40 cents, 
and for dressed beef transported in refriger- 
ator cars, 64 cents, or 6V per cent more. 
Among the shippers of dressed beef present 
were Phil D. Armour, H. O. Armour, G. F. 
Swift, kK G@ Swit, and. Gg H. 
Hammond, of Chicago; Andrew Conistock, 
of Providence, and D. M. Anthony, of 
Fall River. The live-stock shippers, some of 
whom are interested in stock-yaras, includ- 
ing S. W. Allerton and Nelson Morris, of 
Chicago; Daniel “McPherson, of New Jer- 
sey ; Joseph Martin and Jeremiah Saddler, of 
vhiladelphia: T. C. Eastman, Joseph Stern, 
Louis Regenstein, and H. Meyer, of New 
York. For the railroad there were present 
H. J. Hayden, of the New York Central; 
Frank Themsen, of the Pennsylvania; 
Frank Harriott, of the Baltimore 
& Ohio; Live-Stock-Manager Baldwin, 
of the Erie; Lansing Mills, of the Vermont 
Central, who spoke for the Grand Trunk; 
and William Stewart, Chairman of the Chi- 
cago Committee, representing the roads run- 
ning out of Chicago and connecting with the 
trunk lines. 

The dressed-beef shippers argued that their 
business would be ruined if the rates were

He maintained that the 
present freight schedule of 30 cénts a bun- 
dred for live stock and 64 cents a hundrea 
for cattle on the hoof was 2 sufficient dis- 
crimination without any greater difference 
bemg established. Mr. Allerton suggested 
that the charge of $9 per car for yardage im- 
posed upon live stock should be borne by the 
shippers of dressed beef, but Mr. Armeur 
+ thought sach a preposition preposterous. 
The hearing will be continued tomorrow. 


FALSE ENTRIES 
AND OTHER DECEPTIVE DEVICES. 
_ New Yorks, April 1L.— (Special. |—Deputy- 
Controller Storrs says the defaication in the 
finance department of this city, first made 
public today, as announced in Tre Trtip- 
UNe’s dispatches, may reach $100,000. The 
Commissioners of Accounts are now trying 
to find out whether it is more or less than 
thateum. William B. Carroll, the defaulter, 
died about six months ago, after having deen 
a clerk in the finance department nine years. 
The discovery of the deficiency was made by 
finding in Carroll’s desk drawer $5,000 worth 
of interest coupons cut from city bonds; 
‘These had been paid and should have been 
filed away. Carroll was theclerk who re- 
ceived all coupons presented for payment, 
and was supposed to cancel them at once 
after having filled out a voucher for the 
Auditor of Accounts. The warrants for the 
interest were prepared from this voucher, 
and were = signed by the © Mayor 
and City Chamberlain and Controller. 
The warrants were then paid, after 
comparing them with the original 
coupon, the coupons being again cancelled 
and returned to Carroll. This was intended 
to check frquds by any possibility of the cou- 
pon getting but again. If the cancellation 
was Omitied there wag little to prevent the 
coupon going through the same routine again 
and being paid a second time, It was 
in this way that the city was robbed. 
Deputy-Controller Storrs said today that no- 
body knew how long the peculations had 
been going on, but false entries had been 
found in Carrell’s books as far back as 1879. 
In one case, wherd $10,000 had been paid out 
on interest coupons, the entry appeared in 
the books as $5,000. Neither Carroll nor the 
disbursing clerk was under bonds, and the 
city had no security on which to recover the 
amounts stolen by Carroll, unless the latter 
left an estate from which the money might 
possibly be obtained. When Mr. Storrs was 
asked about the failure of the disbarstng clerk 
named Emmett to perform his part of the 
cancellation of paid coupons, the Deputy 
Controller was very earnest in urging that 
Mr. Emmett could not have been guilty of 
acting in concert with Carroll. There was 
no doubt, he admitted, that Mr. Emmett had 
Omitted to cancel some of the coupons, but 
he pooh-hooed the idea that hisclerk could 
have been in collusion with Carroll. He 
thougtit that it was a piece of carelessness on 
Emmett’s part, or that possibly Emmett had 


taken it for granted that his assist- 
ant had cancelled the coupons, and 
had paid no more attenuon to it. 


Disbursory-Clerk Emmett says that Carroll’s 
father is the largest land-owner in New York 
State, and there was no necessity for the de- 
faulter to resort to this means to raise money, 
as his father: was coutinually helping him 
financially. Carroll never gambled, but was 
fond of women. His salary was $1,500 a 
ones and he lived modestly in’ a boarding- 

ouse oun Madison avenue,: where he Paid 
$l2a week bvuard. Mr. Emmett; character- 


ized him as a natty, dappy little fel 
low, full of fun, but giving no indi- 
cation of living beyond his means. Mr. 


Emmett declared that some bankers or brok- 
ers who were in the habit of getting coupons 
cashed must have been in collusion with 
Carroll. Although the fact was denied to- 
day in the Department of Finance, it was as- 
certained that the city officers had not been 
coutent with their own efforts to get at the 
bottom of the defalcation. The matter was 
also putin the hands of a prominent In- 
spector of Police a few days ago, and he was 
requested to try and ferret out the man or 
men who helped Carroll plunder the city. It 
is said no clew had yet been secured.

THE PUBLIC DOMAIN. 
THE LAW POWENLESS TO PROTECT THE 
PEOPLE. 

Wasniveton, D.C., April 11.—[Special.)]— 
Commissioner MacFarland, of the General 
Land Office, referring to the St. Paul letter 
in Tur TRIBUNE, said today that he has not 
yet been officially notified of the result of the 
recent timber'scale at St. Cloud and Duluth, 
but he understands unofficially that the aver- 
age price realized was $3 per acre. In refer- 
ence to the alleged combinations for bidding 
in the land atsuch ahigh figure that out- 
siders are scared off, hesaid he had supposed 
that this scheme described in Tur TRIBUNE, 
which was formerly practiced exten- 
sively, had been effectually done 


away with by the extensive advertising " 


which the sales now received, and the op- 
portunity now afforded for every one to be 

reset who desired to bid. He stated that 
f frauds have been practiced in the recent 
sales through corrupt combinations, there is 
no remedy for the Government under the 
existing law. And even Congress, he said, 
is powerless to undo the evils that have been 
committed. But he thought that legislation 
might be enacted to guard against future 
fraud. At present, beyond forcing the bid- 
ders to pay spot cash, he could see nothing 
that the department or its agents could do. 
The law says that as soon as the timber lands 
have been offered at public sale they are 
open to private entry, and he saw no remedy.

AN INTERESTING QUESTION. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 11.—[Special. ]

It is not generally known 
that six police officers have done duty at the 
White House in various capacities tor many 
years, and have formed part of the force of 
that establishment which has not been borne 
on the White House appropriation. These 
officers are to be reminded that they are po- 
lice oflicers, and must do some of the regu- 
lar duties of the force. The order.may cause 
as much interest as did the Beiknap investiga- 
tion, which disclosed the fact that in Grant’s 
time enlisted men were doing domestic duty 
at the White House. 

DORSEY SUED FOR DAMAGES. 

WasHInGTon, D. C:, March 11.—Judge 
Lilley today entered suit against ex-Senator 
Dorsey for $10,000 damages, alleged to have 
been sustained 4 him as a result of an as- 
sault made upon him by Dorsey at the house 
of the latter. 

THE COLOR LINE. 

Ata meeting-of colored men held in this

A CURIOUS CASE. 


William Harris Wants $6,000 from the 
Estate of His Wife. 

Boston, Mass., April 11.—([(Special.}] —A 
curious case was begun in the Supreme 
Court today before Judge Holmes. lt is a 
suit in eouity brought by William 8S. Harris 
versus William C. Williamson, administrator 
of the estate of Mary Murray, otherwise 
known as Mary Skey, in which the com- 
plainant seeks to recover $6,000 intrusted to 
Mary, his wife, in her lifetime.

Coming out to Pullman tonight a sense of 
harmony comesto att our hearts.

are where each should be, and, iustead of mak- | 


ing a aiseord, they verify to the full defi- 
nition of him who said that “architecture is 
frozen music.”’. Here the stores are as numer- 
ous as the population demands: the churches 
pay some regard to the number of souls which 
need transportation from sin to goodness; the 
theatre is adapted to the number of those who 
need bours of laughter and sentiment; the li- 
brary fits the community as neatly as the 
giove the hand of the lady; even that 
strange invention of* man in bis estate 
of sin and misery—*‘ the saloon ”—is subjected 
here to the eternal fitness of things, and inas- 
rauch as a community however large needs no 
saioon at all, that is the number laid out by the 
thoughtful architect and built by the company. 
It receives its due proportion of time and 
money.

Unity 
is a common bond of interest ana feeling—a 
bend great enough to hold men together 
but not strong encgugh tv cramp hu- 
man nature in any oOf- its honorable 
departments. The Brook Farm was basea upon 
certain contortions of human nature. The 
members of that community had to think alke 
and believe alike, and had the organization 
been abie to survive the strain of wounded 
manhood it would have produced a group of 
machines. It was an effort to make a thousand 
persons resewbie each other just as a thousand 
pilaster casts of Garfield or Lincoln took like 
the tirat image taken from the mold. The 
Brook Farm was literaliy blown to pieces by the 
explosive elements in different souls. ch 
member returned to Boston or his native town 
to find personal identity once more. He or she 
longed to be self again. 

The experiment at New Harmony, Ind., under 
the lead of Robert Owen, was based upon an as- 
sumed identity of men. It bastened to its end.

MARINE NEWS. 


Important Meeting of Cleveland Ves- 
sei-Ow ners—Notes. 

CLEVELAND, O., April 
Executive Committee of the Cleveland V essel- 
Owners’ Association beid a quiet meeting Mon- 
duy, and among other things resolved to “ re- 
quest the shipping masters at Cleveland and 
Astttabula not to give any benefit of the ship- 
ping ottices to any vessels not having paid their 
assessments into the treasury of the association 
for the current year.”” Rumsey & Rennock 
were reappointed shipping masters at Cicveland 
and Asbtabula respectively. The assessment 
levied wae five cents per ton, the same as last 
year. The question of wages was discussed and 
the rate lowered, but uo tigures were learned. 
The vessel-owners justify their action by the 
fact that freights are expected to be lower this 
season. 

There is a more hopeful feeling in freights 
because of advance in grain freignts in Chicago. 
Coai bas sold very sparingly as yet and there is 
no inquiry for vessels, but shippers claim they 
can get all the vessels they want at 75 cents to 
Lake Michigan ports, and tonnuge from bere to 
Duluth has been taken at $1 witn ore back from 
Marquette at $1.%. Une ore-sbipper says he 
has taken quite a large amount of tonnage. He 
has chartered six or seven trips from Mar- 
quette at $L.15, and from Escanaba at $1 to Lake 
Erie ports, the vessels baving Coal cargoes up. 
Seasou charters have been made at the same 
figures. A telegram Was received here today 
from Toledo offering vessels to arrive there at 3 
cents for wheat to Buffalo, but it was retused. 

The breeze last night aud today has been quite 
fresh duwn the lake, and icv has moved down 
towards Buffalo. Vessel-men bere do not think 
vessels wili be able to enter Buffalo inside of 
two weeks.

THE SOUTH PARK BOARD. 


The South Park Board held its regular meet- 3 


ing yesterday, Commissioners Walsh, Cal- 
laghan, Russell, and Cornell being present. On 
motion of the latter the ruies which provide 
that the annual election sball be at the frst reg- 
niar meeting next succeeding the qualification 
of the Commissioner annually appointed were 
suspended,'and the foliowing officers elected for 
the ensuing year: President. Commissioner 
Callaghan; Auditor, Commissioner “Russell; 
Treasurer, George W. Bogue. The election of 
the other officers was deferred one week. 
resolution was adopted advising the Hyde Park 
Trustees of the desire of the board to 
renew their contract with the village 
for water-supply for the ensuing year 
upon the same terms as formeriy—$3,000 
a year, and a_i “petition was received 
from property-bolders contiguous to Gartield 
boulevard, between Stewart avenue and Halsted 
street, asking that the above section of the 
boulevard be improved. The question of the 
improvement of Micigan avenue trom Jackson 
street to Lake Park piace also Came up, and it 
was agreed to submit the whole subject to an 
attorney for an opinion as to the power of the 
Commissioners in the matter. The first propo- 
sition to be determined is as to whether or not 
the street can be abandoned by the board, and 
the next is as to whetber the board can advance 
the money for itsimprovement. Another meet- 
ing will be neld Wednesday afternoon, when acs 
tion will be taken on tne latter question. 
CHICAGO HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 

Maj. Benyaurd, of the Government Engineer 
Corps, who will bave charge of the harbor im- 
provements this year, says that the work will be 
commenced as soon as the weather becomes 
sufficiently settled to carry it on satisfactorily. 
No special appropriation was made by the last 
Congress, but there remains to the credit. of 
Chicago a balance of the appropriation of two 
years ago, which will be sufficient to do much 
valuabie work. The exterior breakwater.will be 
increased about 1,500 feet, and about 1,000 yards 
of the outer harbor will be dredged. In regard 
to the temporary lights now on the exterior 
breakwater, which bave not been satisfactory 
to navigators, the Major says the question is be- 
ing considered by the United States Lignthuuse 
Buard. Maj. Almy, who is overseer of the har- 
bor improvements, says that the complaints 
against the preseot lights are not just, and 
claims that no competent sailor could be misied 
by them. There are four lights,a white one at 
each end of the breakwater, and two of differ- 
ent colors in the centre, and no person, he says, 
can mistake those in the niiddie for those at the 
end. In support of his posigon, he says that 
the majority of vesseis which meet with mis- 
haps are Chicago crait, and mauy of the acci- 
dents for which the lights are abused occur in 
daytime. 

AN OFFICIAL VISIT. 

Most of the County Commissioners visited the 
County Farm yesterday, the object being to look 
over the new infirmary, which is about com- 
pleted, and will be occupied the first of the 
month, and to adopt some means to secure a 
better water supply. especially since the project 
of getting water from Lake View bas proved 
impracticable. They found the work progress- 
ing satisfactorily, and on the question of the 
water supply it was determined to recommend 
the building of an immense reservoir instead of 
sinking ap additional artesian well. The reser- 
voir can be made not only to take in the surface 
water, but also to catch that towing 
from the creek rupning through the 
farm, and it is thought that by 
utilizim@ this water for steam purposes the 
present weil will be adequate to supply water 
for drinking and culinary purposes for years to 
come. The new ice-house was inspected, and 
found to be satisfactory, and the new depot 
building was found to be rapidly nearing com- 
pleuon. The visitors agreed that they had male 
a mistake in not buying land to be added to the 
farm at the bids offered some montbs ago, for 
inquiry satistied them that since the railroad 
bad been exteoded to the farm the prices had 
almost doubied. 


THE CITY-HALL. 


Inspector Meiks notified one railroad com- 
pany, one hotel, and six mercantile houses yes- 
terday, to abate the nuisance created by their 
smoke.

FOR A WONDER HE APPEARS IN tT AS 
% A PLAINTIFF. 

B. F. Allen, the President of the late Cook 
County Nationa! Bank, appeared in the Probate 
Court yesterday as the admunistrator of his 
wife’s estate to press aclaim for $10,260 against 
the estate of William Hickling, deceased, late 
of this city. Mr. Allen now resides at Des 
Moines, Ia.. but he and his bank will never be 
forgotten by bundreds hereabouts who knew 
him years ago to their sorrow. 

The evidence in the case disclosed that 
Thusee M. Allien, his wife, bought a stock of 
Gry goodsin Des Moines in October, 1876, about 
a year after bis failure, from one G. H. Bugbee, 
for which she paid $12,000, and that sbe died. the 
following January, and that he was appointed 
administrator of the estate, and in such capuci- 
ty continued the busivess until February, 1878, 
when he removed the goods to Leadville, hevine 
added to the etock in the meantime by purchase. 
At Des Moines he did business as the adminis- 
trator, but at Leadvilie be dispiayed the sign of 
* B. F. Allen & Co.” it ig said, and managed by 
the greatest frugality tobe able to make some 
investments in town lots and mines, and also to 
erect bouses. In fact, itappeuars that his new 
situation was particulariy adapted to nis 
turn of mind, and the consequence was he 
grew and ripened into success, and soon became 
no less a finadcial king in Colorado than he had 
been a few years before in Chicawo.

In accordance with 
this agreement ali the wrapping-paper mills in 
the country will shut down during tbe first week 
in May, when pot a pound of wrapping-paper of 
any «ind will be produced. 


MANUAL EDUCATION. 


PURCHASE OF A SITE FOR THE FUTURE 
CHICAGO SCHOOL. 

It will be pretty generally remembered by 
those interested in such matters that at one of 
the monthly banquets of the Chicago Commer- 
cial Club, a little over a year ago, the question 
of establishing a manual training school in this 
city similar to one that had been successfully 
conducted for some time in St. Louiswas talked 
over, and that Mr. Marsball Field opened up the 
subscription for such an institution with 
$20,000.

Since that time little publicity has been given 
tothe movements of the ciub with respect to 
this enterprise, but Mr. Fieid and other mem- 
bers bave been working patientiy, and have 
finally succeeded in raising the amount neces- 
sary to enable them to begin operations. While 
the entire amount bas not been actually sub- 
scribed, it is secured, and the ciub sees its way 
clear to obtain additional funds if neoessary. 

Within the lust few days the Finance Commit- 
tee has purchased the lotat the northwest cor- 
ner of Michigan avenue and Tweiftb street, 
having forty-seven feet frontage on Michigan 
avehue and 170 feet front on Twelfth street, for 
$25,000. Pians for the buiiding which is to be 
erected upon this lot have not yet been drawn, 
but they will soon be prepared, and no time will 
be lost in putting up a most substantial struct- 
ure for the accommodation of the school, which 
it is intended shail surpass all others in the 
country.

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THE ATHEN AUM. 
ELEVENTH ANNUAL MEETING-—THE RE- 
PORTS SHOW GRATIFYING PROGRESS. 

The Chicago Athenzeum bid its eleventh an- 
nual meeting at the Atheneum Building /ast 
night. A large number of the friends and pa- 
trous of the institution were present. The ex- 
ercises were opened by a chorus song with piano 
accompaniment, the ladies and gentlemen of the 
vocal class, participating. It was very elfective- 
ly rendered, and called forth hearty applause. 

The President, Mr. B. P. Moulton, then read 
his annual repurt. “He reviewed the 
work of the past year, and referred 
feelingly to the decease since the last meeting 
of two of the members of the Board of Govern- 
ment, Mr. R. P. Derickson and Mr. John C. 
Cooniey. The report showed the institumon to 
be out of debt, with a cash baiance of nearly 
$100 in ite treasury. The receipts for the year 
in round numbers were $23,852. The munificent 
gift of $5,000 from Mrs. Mancel Taicott was 
mentioned. Fiattering progress in membership 
and interest ip the workings of the institution 
were mentioned, the annua! membersbip for the 
year numbering 1,507. The day school was 
reported as baving assumed such proportions 
that three teachers were now required to conduct 
the exercises of that bra@mch. The shorthand, 
type-writing, drawing, musical, and other 
branches were well filled and in a very success- 
ful condition. The gymoasium was one of the 
best equipped in the United States. Improve- 
ments in furniture and fixtures had been made 
ano a library started. 

The Superintendent, the Rev. E. I. Gaivin, fol- 
lowed, reviewing the work briefiy, showing how 
earnestly the pupils strove for advancement, 
and hoped that the Athenfeum wouid yet be to 
Chicago what Cooper Institute was to New York. 
He felt assured the business-men of Chicago 
would give their support to that end. 

ENCOURAGING REMARKS. 

Judge Henry Booth was called upon, as a 
friend of the institution, to make some remarks. 
He came forward, and spoke in giowing terms 
of the Athengum. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas was called upon. He 
said he didn’tesee why he should be in favor 
of any particular institution, but he cer- 
tainly knew of none in Chicago that had dune so 
mucn lasting goud as the Athenzwum, not ex- 
cepting even bis own or any other church. In 
the Atheneum speciai courses could be taken, 
and everything was taught but theology, and 
the people could get plenty of that on Sunday. 
Any young man who was hungry for learning 
could get it here,

~ CANADIAN RACERS. 


A Pair of Them Matched to Run in Chi- 
ecazo Next “tionth, 

[Toronto Globe, April 9.]}—On Friday even- 
ing, on the occasion of an unexpected meet- 
ing between the proprietors of Bonnie Bird 
and Disturbance, a somewhat sensational 
inatch was made between thesetwo province- 
bred cracks. ‘The race is for $1,000 a side, 
$500 a side being put in the hands of Mr. 
Duggan, of Woodbine Park. The distance 
is a dash of amile anda half, Ontairo Jockey- 
Club weights, and the race to take place at 
Chicago on the 10th of May, or on the first 
day thereafter when the weather and track 
are suitable. It will be a source of satisfac- 
tion to many turf men that these animals are 
at last to come together in a match 
race, as the rivalry existing between 
them has given rise to more -or less 
animated discussions at every gather- 
ing of Canadian horsemen for the last two 
years. Each has had the satisfaction of beat- 
ing the other, and that each owner is confi- 
dent of the superiority of his own animal ts 
amply proven by the alacrity with which 
one-half of the stakes was deposited. Itis 
as yet too early, of course, to predict which 
will be the favorit in the betting. it is gen- 
erally conceded that the horse has the more 
speed of the two, and that the mare will stay 
better for a distance. ‘That they both rank 
as first-class among Dominion breds there 
can be no doubt, and should they come to- 
gether in good condition the race ought to 
decide, for the present at least, the question 
of which is the best homebred animal in the 
Dominion. ‘The early date at which the race 
is to be run is almost equivalent to making 
it a race of two mWNes so far asa test of en- 
durance is concerned, and this will, in the 
opinion of many, operate in favor of the 
mare. On the other hand, it Is well known 
that the horse is the more easily fitted animal 
of the two, and that he is rattier less liable to 
go “off” through hurried preparation. It 
is whispered, however, that the mare has 
something the best of the condition just now, 
and the time left for bringing them into 
shape is extremely short. The sex allow- 
ance will put 115 pounds on the mare and 120 
pounds on the horse. Disturbance is a 
brown stallion 7 years old, by Terror (son of 
Ruric), out of Liey, by Wagner Joe. Heis 
only a trifle over fifteen hands high, but re- 
markably stout and muscular for his inches, 
Bonnie Bird is a bright bay mare7 years old, 
by Judge Curtis (formerly Gen. Duke, a 
son of Lexington), out of Bonnie Braes by 
iinperted Balrownie. She, too, isa big ani- 
mal on short legs, being about as tall as the 
horse, and, like| him, very muscular and 
‘*blioeky.’’ This match will probably excite 
as inuch interest as any race that ever took 
place between Canadian horses.

Absorption of the New York “Oil, Paint, 
and Drug Reporter’ by the Standard 
Gli Company. 
CLEVELAND, O., April 

The local oii mén not in the Standard camp 
are in a trenzied state of mind over the sale 
of the New York Oil, Paint, and Drug Re- 
porter. The sale was made to Root & 
Tucker, publishers of the Oll and Patnt 
Journal, who, it is claimed, are only the 
Standard Oil Company in reality. The com- 
pany is said to control, in addition to the 
Reporter, the Oil Journal, Bradford Era, 
Titusville Herald, Oi! City "Der rick, and one 
or two New York and Philadelphia journals. 
The Independents, as the Standard oppon- 
ents call themselves, are very indignant, and 
claim that they have been sold out, as the 
Reporter, now in its twenty-third volume, 
has been a most bitter opponent to the Stand- 
ard, and has received the warm support of 
the ‘Independents. ‘The editor, W. Allison, 
is said to have received $55,000 for the trans- 
fer, and also $6,000 a year, work or play, and 
one-third of the profits, which is not consid- 
ered too much, as the paper was making 
piles of money,. Mr. Allison is said to have 
been driven into a corner and obliged to sell; 
besides, he had several libel suits on hand, 
growing out of denunciations of companies 
absorbed by the Standard, which suits are to 
be dropped.

The local money market ts working closer 
uoder an active demand for funds with which 
to carry the jarge quantities of produce, etc., 
lying here. There is also a eonsiderabie inquiry 
from wercbants and manufacturers. The 
Sdring trade is improving, being active in some 
sections, chiefly those where communication 
with the country is not interfered with by bad 
roads. But little money is going into the inte- 
rior. Rates of interest are quoted at 6@7 per 
cent, the inside being freely bid in some cases 
for call loans. 

The locai bank clearings yesterday aghregated 
$7,200,000, being a little wore than on Tuesday. 

The internal revenue receipts yesterday were 
$20,534, spirits paying $14,445, and cigars and to- 
bacco $3,088. 

Exchange on New York was stronger yester- 
day at 60@i5c premium per $1,000. 

Foreign exchange was scarce and firm. Posted 
rates on sterling were quoted at 444 and 4864, with 
actualat 463% and 486. English documentary, 
4614%@482. French documentary quoted at 523% 
@54%, and German do at 94% to 954%. Bankers’ 
marks at 04% and 954. and bankers’ francs at 
52144 and 5174¢c. 

American securities were buoyant yesterday 
in London, and some large buying orders were 
sent to New York, which probably accounted 
for much of the irreguiar strength displayed 
there. 

The West is reported to take an increasing in- 
terest in stocks at the seaboard. Some Wall 
street firms report more business than at any 
Other time since last autumn. One of the prom- 
inent Operators says that it looks as if the whole 
country is on the gui vive.

Northern Pacific earnings for first week in 
April increased $69,360, on an increased mileage 
of 729 miles. Manitoba earnings increased 
$79,000. Omaha earnings increased $23,- 
300, and are said to be the largest in the history 
of the line. St. Paul increased $89,021. 

Following is the Burlington Road's statement 
for 1882: Investment in construction, $133,493,- 
120; costof investments, sinking funds, net ac- 
counts receivabie, $28,156,567; total, $161,649,687; 
capital stock, $69,649,606; bonds, including those 
of branches, $68,648,050; total stock and debt, 
$138,297,746; cost of property in excess of stocks, 
bonds, and other liabilities, $23,351,941. 

The Panama Railroad Company earned $1,- 
082,535 net in 1882. The assets of the company 
are $4,326,929 and the liabilities $813,941. 

Millions of dollars have been expended the 
last three years in exploring the Comstock lode, 
with the expectation of striking another bonan- 
za vein. Shafts have been surk ¢,000 feet with- 
out finding anytbing valuable, unless it be a re- 
minder of the hot piace beyond. It is said the 
upper levels of the Comstock contain iarge bod- 
ies of low-grade ore, which would payif taken 
out. The Yellow Jacket is the only mine where 
these upper-level ores are worked, and it has 
paid a small dividend. 

The Boston Standard says twenty-sevea life- 
insurance companies received $4,227,016 in pre- 
miums in the State of Massachusetts in 1882. 
The losses paid amounted to $3,052,473. The 
number of new policies was 4,957, the insurance 
being $14,008,863. In the State 48,941 policies are 
in force, the insurance amounting to $134,738,- 
§11. 

Tne American life-insurance companies now 
number forty, representing aggregate assets of 
$465,000,000, with liabilities of $384,000,000, thus 
showing $121 in hand for every $100 owed. The 
New York Bulletin says the life-insurance com- 
panies were never ina safer and sounder con- 
dition than they are at present. About one-half 
the companies are on each side of a. dividing 


line at $5,000,000 of assets. Those falling below 
this sum are relatively as strong as 
the larger companies. Nineteen represent 
¥3 per ceat of the total assets, and 91 per cent of 
the total surplus. Including industrial licies 
the life-insurance in force in the United States 
is estimated at about $1,700,0u0,000. It is esti- 
mated that the forty companies wrote $300,000,- 
000 of insurance last year, 80 per cent of which 
was written by nineteen andabout 47 per ceut 
by three companies.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday and geuerally tirm, but not so strong 
ason Tuesday. The weather was fine after the 
brief storm of the previous night, and our re- 
ceipts of hogs und grain were small. The last 
cousideration prevailed over the former, espe- 
— the wheat news was in favor of the 

ulls 

Provisions were quiet and generally strong. 
Pork advanced 70, and feil back, closing a 
shade below the latest prices of Tuesday at 
$15.15 for May and $18.22% for June. Lard ad- 
vanced 5c and lost the improvement, closing at 
$11.37% aeked for May and $11.42% asked for 
June. Short ribs closed 7%e higher, at 
$9.9 for May and $10.10 for Juue. 
The Liverpool telegrams quoted apn advance 
of 34 on lard, and our receipts of hogs 
were small enough to make prices strong, But 
there was little demand for product, and some 
lard holders were suspected of a desire to un- 
load at the temporary advance in that article 
To entertain this idea was to make buyers bold 
off, and the latter part of the session witnessed 
a very duli market, prices falling back a little in 
sympathy with grain. On the afternoon call 
pork was a shade firmer, while lard and meats 
were steady, 

Flour was moderately active, there being 
some inquiry for export, in addition toa light 
local trade, The market was quoted firm at the 
recent decline in prices. Bran and other coarse 
millstuffs were stronger. 

Wheat was less active, though there was a fair 
volume of speculative trading, and the market 
was firmer. It advanced %@xXc, and fell back. 
May closed on ‘Change at $1.05%, which was the 
latest price of Tuesday, and June closed 4%@ke 
higher, at $1.07% bid, there being a widening 
outof the premium on the summer futures. 
The British markets were quoted steady ata 
further decline of 6@9d per quarter, but our re- 
ceipts were very small, while the weather was 
fine enough to make local operations bearigh, 
especially as there were telegrams from several 
points in Southern Illinois and Ohio to the 
effect that the wheat is coming out 
gioriously under the superb weather of the 
last few days, a good deal of it now looking well 
that was thought to be dead a week aga. But 
the Buréau of Statistics at Washington had re- 
ported an unfavorable outlook for winter 
wheat, the condition for some States being 
rated even lower than two years ago, and it was 
probably this which induced the sending of a 
fair number of buying orders from New York, 
which put up prices here, though local men 
were rather tree selliera. The market fell back 
after these orders had been filled. Tne limited 
offerings of car-lots sold about %e higher. On 
the afternoon eall the market advanced \c, and 
tne irregular trading afterwards carried May up 
to $1.06% and June to $1.08\, with some nominal! 
trading at $1.065¢ for May. 

Corn wasin good demand, at higher figures. 
The market advanced 4@ 4c, but fei! back, and 


ciqsed only a shade above the latest prices of 


Tuesday at 54c bid for May, and 55%c bid tor 
June. London was quoted 84 per quarter high- 
er, and our receipts were much smaller, being 
little more than halfas much as the previous 
day, though containing a liberai pcreentage of 
No. 2 This and the reporting of liberal freight 
engagements for corn tended to stiffen prices, 
though both facts had been anticipated by the 
knowing ones, There was more of disposition 
to look for smal| receipts during May, and mare 
expression of fear that the shorts may find it 
dificult to fill for next month iif 
the longs insists upon delivery of the property. 
There was a very good shipping demand for the 
rather light offerings of car-lots, and the lower 
grades solid up nearly 1c on the strength of the 
simalier supply, with a pruspect of it beinga 
little more so. The speculative interest flagwed 
about noon, and there was little done tater in 
the session. Iu the afternoon there was a sharp 
upturn. Onthecall May advanced to 4c and 
June to 55%ec. Still later the parties who some- 
times persist in trading in defiance of Board of 
Trade rules ran the price up (nomimally) to 5454c 
for May. 

Oats were dull and irregular, advancing early 
%@%e, but subsequentiy. dropping back with 
the largér grain to figures 4@%Xc below the 
latest figures of Tuesday, and closing with a 
loss from the previous day’s cali price of Ke 
on May, while the later futures in the cloging 
transactions were about the same ag at the 
close of Tuesday. No.2 strictly freah soid at 
42@42\%c in special bouses, and regular was 
nominally 88%G%c. Nothing was done in the 
year delivery, 3c being bid. Samples were 
steady at about Tuesday's prices. The prospect 
of beavier receipts on the early drying up of 
the country roads kept buyers back. 

Kye was quiet and \%c better for spot, which 
sold at 564¢c for gilt-edged, 48%c being paid for 
rejected. May delivery was nominal at 58%e 
bid, ana June at 60c. For July delivery 10,000 
bu sold at 62\c. On the afternoon call the later 
deliveries were lc bigter. 

Barley was entirely nominal for everything 
outside the sample market, No. 8 winter receipts 
being quotable at 52c, and seller the month at 
50c. Samples were in demand and firm. 

The demand for dry goods, millinery, and 
clothing was active, Groceries were going out 
more freely than heretofore and averaged firm- 
er. In the market for domestic and foreign 
dried fruits there was a freer movement and a 
steadier set of prices. Fish were in good de- 
mand, and for lake deseriptions there wasa 
very firm market. Dairy products remain dull 
and heavy. Oils were generally steady, a de- 
cline of \c in Elaine and snow- white carbon be- 
ing the only change noted, 

Eggs were in good supply and steady at 154@ 
i6c per doz. Green fruits show in liberal sup- 
ply, all descriptions selling well at quotations. 
Dealers in drugs and chemicals report an im- 
proved trade, with the staples boiding steady, 
There is no new feature fn the hide market, 
which continues quiet, a feeling which also 
characterizes the trade in grease and tallow. 
Potatoes were easier, at 56@65e per bu by the 
car-lot for good to choice, Poultry steady, and 
game, especially ducks, so abundant that deai- 
ers tind it hard work to dispose of them at the 
lowest prices. Timothy seed was stroag at $1.60 
@1.63 for prime, and clover-seed was firmer at 
$7.00@8.25 for good to prime, and $8.70 for 
chdice. Flaxseed was ic higher, at $1.44 on 
track. Hay steady. 

Wichita, Kas., Du Quoin, Ll., and De Soto,ditto, 
all telegraphed yesterday that the wheat prom- 
ises a good crop, Cairo testified likewise, adding 
that the prospect bas bees vastly improved since 
a week ago. 

When the veseels chartered to date have taken 
on their loads there will be little more than 1,- 
000,000 of room left unchartered, and over 16,000,- 
000 bu of grain waiting to be carried forward, 
besides the daily arrivals, which will want to be 
moved. The first fleet of grain vessels will leave 
hehind them attractions enough to secure a re- 
turn, at any rate. The recent strength in grain 
freights by lake is partly due to the knowledge 
that a great deal has to be moved in proportion 
to the capacity on hand for transporting it by 
water. 

It is now reported that the round lot of corn 
contracted to be sent bere from 8t/ Louis is 
600,000 bu, instead of 500,000 bu named in chis 
column last week. It was ordered to Baltimore, 
but subject to Chicago inspection. It is chiefly 
this corn for which lake freight room was taken 
yesterday.

* First—Did or did not Mr. Ed Page, the 
official scorer of the tournament, and a man 
selected by Mr. Bensinger’s firm for that po- 
sition because of his knowledge of the game, 
ability to prepare averages, analyze play, 
etc., say to Alonzo Morris, one of the con- 
testants in the tournament, and Thomas 

Gallagher, also a billiard-player, after the 


Vignaux-Schaefer game last Friday night, 

he was satistied d_that game was a job, 
and that be had all the ‘collateral evidence 
tending to prove this point.” Answer—l was 
not present at the conversation between Mr. 
Page and Messrs. Morris and Gailagher, but 
I have the word of Mr. Page that he has 
been wrongly reported; that he made no as- 
sertion or statement of belief, but engaged 
Morris in conversation for the purpose of 
drawmg out his views. Mr. Page claims 
that he has been wholly misconstrued in this 
matter, but I prefer he should speak for 
himself, and understand he intends to define 
his position. 

* Second—Did or did not Mr. Alonzo Mor- 
ris, at the banquet given to the players Sat- 
urday night, publicly refer to this remark 
made by Mr. Page, and did or did not Page 
deny having made such remark, or offer to 
retractit?’?

“Third—Will Mr. Bensinger have one of 
his experts explain the great falling off in 
Sexton’s play in the game between that 
player and Daly?

Glee Club and soles and recitations by mem- 
bers of the Temperance Assuciation. Gen. 
Conway, of Brooklyn, who has just returned 
from Ireland, delivered an address entitled 
*Landiords, Rum, and Famine.” He said 
that the struggle going on in Ireland was of 
so serious a character that it had excited as 
profound an interest as any struggle in any 
nation of modern times. Intemperance had 
to do with the troubles of the Irish people. 
Nearly all the evils that afflict modern 
civilized nations might be traced to that 
giant evil.

One 
such had not only taken no rent Irom his 
tenants, but had spent as much as he had 
ever received in five years from that source 
in relieving their distress. In the City of 
Cork, within a stone’s throw of the monu- 
ment erected to the memory of Father 
Mathew, he had counted a dozen of the 
meanest ** gin-mills” in the whole city. A 
priest bad told him that the amount of 
money annually spent in Ireland on drink, 
if gathered into a fund, would render Ire- 
jand entirely independent of charitable as- 
sistance from otfer countries. In the rum- 
shops on Sunday, between the hours of 
church service, when the liquor traffic was 
permitted, there anata be found more men 
than in the churches. As soon as the priest 
prouounces his benediction the work of the 
Devil begins. “If you ask me,” continued 
Gen. Conway, “ what kind of an army is 
needed to liberate Ireland, I would say an 
army of faithful temperance workers—not 
an O’Donovan-Kossa with dynamite, 
but an apostie like Father Mathew, 
> we azain + into that country 
with temperance pledges. The dynamite 
that Ireland needs is the dynamite that would 
biow up the whisky barrel, not dynamite 
that blows up, men and women, and Houses 
of Parliament.” The speaker said that he 
was in London at the time of the explosion. 
The sensation it created he could compare 
only to that produced here by the firing on 
Fort Sumter. *“*Would to God,” he said, 
“that some commotion might Seated the 
slumbering conscience of the statesinen of 
England on the subject of drunkenness.” 
On landing at Queenstown the first person 
that accosted him on Irish soil was a beggar; 
on leaving the country the last person to ad- 
dress him was a ny i gar. In less than twenty 
days in lreland 500 beggars had asked alins 
of him. It was a peculiarity of Lrish beggars 
that they always put the worst -foot forward 
when asking charity. ‘* Plase, for the price 
o’ a pint o’ drink, sor?” were words most 
frequently used by Irish beggars in soliciting 
alms. But as a matter of fact irish beggars 
were not more addicted-to drunkenness than 
the English beggar, whose favorit address 
was: “Please, for the price of a loaf of 
bread, sir ?”’
